Fourth of July, 1908, will be made as safe 
for the children of Chicago and as noiseless 
for unsympathetic grownups as Mayor 
Busse, Chief Shippy, the fire department, and 
the department of health can make it. 

Boys will be boys,“ said Mayor Busse 
yesterday, but the police will keep their 
youthful enthusiasm in bounds as much as 
possible. Keep a close watch on the youth- 
ful patriots and you take away most of the 
danger.“ 

Chief Shippy said the mayor's proclamation 
would be enforced strictly. This restricts the 
use of fireworks and explosives on the na- 

etion’s birthday to vacant lots, streets, and 
public parks under the control of the au- 
thorities. 

Under the mayor’s express orders the po- 
lice will arrest any and all persons discharm 
ing cannons, guns, pistols, revolvers, or 
other firearms or discharging dynamite or 
cannon firecrackers. 

An order was issued against the sale of 
the new and deadly explosive Knallfix. This 
is the Fourth of July toy that caused an ex- 
plosion in the bullding at 178 Huron street 
the other day and the fire in which five per- 
sons lost their lives. 


Warning by Health Department. 

The department of health has sent out 
warning messages regarding the treatment 
of Fourth of July wounds. 

Last year,” said Chief Shippy, ‘“ we 
made the Fourth of July as safe and sane 
as the utmost vigilance on the part of the 
police department could guarantee. We in- 
tend to be just as watchful this year, and

of all hospitals, sanitariums, and residences 
where there are sick persons. Where there 
is a sick person in a residence the friends 
should communicate with the nearest police 
station and policemen will be sent to guard 
against noise of explosives in that neigh- 
borhood. It will mean a lot of extra work for 
the police, but the glorious Fourth comes 
but once a year. 


Children Should Be Watched. 

“In general my advice to parents is to 
watch their children as much as possible. 
Keep them away from the rear premises and 
from barns, alleys, and inclosed spaces. 
Fireworks are not necessarily dangerous # 
properly used. So much noise on the holiday 
is uncivilized, perhaps, but we must make 
some allowance for the day.“ 

The chief and Fire Attorney Frank J. 
Hogan visited the ruined building in Huron 
street and examined all the fragments of the 
boxes of explosive in the rooms that had been 
occupied by the P. L. Novelty company, 
where the explosion preceding the fire 6c- 
curred. They also interviewed one of the 
injured workmen at Passavant hospital. On 
hig return to the city hall the chief addressed 
a communication to Chief Shippy warning 
him that the Knallfix’ explosive is danger- 
ous and its sale should be suppressed. 


Order Issued by Chief Shippy. 

Chief Shippy thereupog issued the follow- 
ing order to inspectors: 

“I am in receipt of a communication from 
Fire Marshal Horan to the effect that the 
fireworks novelty known as Knallfix is ab- 
solutely dangerous and, is a menace to chil- 
dren and to any person who may handle It. 
The fire marshal requests that the circular 
describing said ‘ Knalifix’ reworks novelties 
and the novelty Knallfix itself be sup- 
pressed. 

“You will direct your subordinates to at 
once visit all department stores and other 
stores where fireworks are sold or handled, 
and to direct the proprietors thereof that they 
must not sell the above fireworks novelty, 
and you will also please see that the circulars 
describing the novelty are not displayed by 
fireworks dealers. 

“This is a matter of grave importance. 
The recent fire on the north side which re- 
sulted in the death of five persons Was caused 
by the explosion of ingredients used in the 
manufacture of ‘ Knalifix.’ Please give this 
order your. prompt attention and see that it 
is strictly enforced.“ 

The near approach of the Fourth caused a 
stir of activity in the office of the corpora- 
tion counsel. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Emil C. Wetten prepared a summary of the 
Ordinances regulating the use of fireworks 
and explosives. 

Mr. Wetten said the city’s ordinances re- 
garding fireworks and explosives are so 
strict that rigid compliance with them would 
greatly reduce the number of accidents. 


Precautions Against Tetanus. 
Large quantities of tetanus anti-toxin have 
been ordered by the department of health 
in anticipation of Fourth of July. It may be 


j otbained at the city hall or police stations 


and will be available in all police ambu- 
lances. 

** Lockjaw or tetanus,” said Dr. J. F. 
Biehn, director of the municipal laboratory, 
“is caused by a germ found in street dirt 
or in gardens. It is not found in cartridges 
to any extent, as was once supposed. 

The germ cannot grow when it is ex- 
posed to air, and on this the Fourth 
of July wounds should be kept open. They 


Should not be salved. The dest treatment is 


to wash them with a solution of cold or hot 
boracic acid and send at once for a physi- 


cian.

Clergymen talking their sermons into re- 
producers were to be found at the different 
phonograph establishments during last week, 
and it is expected the number will be in- 
creased when the idea is more generally 


known. 
Funeral Sermon Is Canned. 

The pastor of a south side church, who 
leaves in a few days for a four weeks trip 
to the seashore, Was greatly concerned over 
the illness of an old member of his congre- 
gation, Members of the family of the sick 
person were anxious that the pastor preach 
the funeral sermon, and the minister him- 
self wished to perform that duty.

BISHOP MULDOON FAVORED 
FOR NEW ROCKFORD POST. 


Congregation of the Propaganda at 
Rome Pleased with Falconio’s Rec- 
ommendation—Defers Decision. 


It was announced by the Congregation of 
the Propaganda at Rome yesterday that 
nothing as yet has been decided with regard 
to the appointment of a bishop for the new 
diocese of Rockford, III. Satisfaction was 
expressed at the vatican, however, over the 
recommendation recently made by Mgr. 
Falconio, papal delegate at Washington. 
that auxiliary Bishop Muldoon of Chicago 
be appointed to the Rockford post. It is 
almost certain, according to church officials 
at Rome, that the auxiliary bishop will 
receive the appointment. 

The Propaganda will reach a decision on 
the matter Monday, it is said. 

The Rev. Paul Peter Rhode, auxiliary 
bishop elect of the Chicago archdiocese and 
the first Polish-American priest elevated 
to the episcopate, will be consecrated at the 
Holy Name cathedral July 29.

Crowd Watches Strange Feat Heipless 
to Prevent Accident, 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—[Special.]— 


in her sleep, clambering over a building front 
and over the eaves harrowed the feeling of 
Georgetown residents in the early hours this 
morning. The entire neighborhood was 
aroused by her screams. Still the girl did not 
wake. To the soundness of her slumber she 
owes her life. 

Miss Sadie Pettit occupies the house at 3124 
P street alone with Miss Mary Thomas, an 
elderly woman. Miss Thomas is deaf and in 
al, the excitement when the rescuers were 
seeking an entrance to the house to ascend 
to the roof, sh gav no hed and the door cag 


to be battered in. 

The girl. sat or clung on the roof of the 
building for an hour, her feet dangling 
towards the sidewalk, and slept on, while 
the crowd below was at a loss to know how 
to reach her, until the expedient of house- 
breaking was adopted. 

Miss Pettit smashed every pane of glass 
in the window of her room, which is on the 
second floor, climbed out on a frail water 
pipe, and worked her way along the side 
of the building until she reached the roof 
of the porch. From there she climbed the 
water pipe to the roof, which rises almost 


perpendicularly above the ledge. 

Creeping along the gable she got to a 
small brick profection which juts out of the 
rear ot the house. Dressed only in her night 
alothing she stood on this dizzy footing and 
cried at the top of her voice. Persons liv- 
ing in nearby houses looked out of their 
windows and saw the young woman appar- 
ently preparing to leap. The next instant 
she was sitting or clinging loosely on the 
edge, walling piteously. 


Crowd Hushed by Fear. 
Meanwhile the crowd below in the street 
were almost in a frenzy. Several physicians 
came and passed the word to hush or the 
girl would surely fall. The crowd hardly 
dared breathe. 

Sergt. Ness took the responsibility of 
breaking down the door. With others he 
got to the porch roof, only to find he wouldn't 
reach the girl from there, as they had 
planned, without climbing the waterspout as 
she had done. 

While they were standing there, balked 
for the moment and wondering what to do 
next, Miss Thomas put her head out of the 
window and called up commandingly to the 
girl: Wake up, and come off that roof.” 
The expected did not happen. Miss Pettit 
awoke with a shudder and fell backward 
instead of forward. 


Did Not Know Where She Was. 

„Where am I and how did I get here?’ 
she inquired. . 

Sergt. Ness climbed out on a shutter which 
Policeman Clark held from the window. Miss 
Pettit was told to slide down the roof to the 
bluecbat's arms. Ness grabbed her as she 
came, and she was carried to 4 place of 


safety.

“Wreckage” Inheritéd from Yates. 

The governor's defense against the at- 
tacks of the institution investigating com- 
“mittee takes a wallop at Yates by asserting 
that the present administration inherited a 
mass of “wreckage” from the preceding.

“ Politics was the basis of the recent 
house committee investigation by Speaker 
Shurtleff, unfriendly to Gov.

Col. T. L. Hartigan Sounds 
Praises of the Filipinos. 


TALKS TO MAIL CARRIERS. 


Former Chicagoan Delighted with His 
New Home in the Orient. 


< 


“Such a thing as a boldup if the Philip- 
pines is as rare as an airship,” asserted Col. 
Thomas L. Hartigan last evening in an ad- 
dress at a banquet given in his honor at the 
States restaurant by thirty-six mail carriers 
who formerly worked under him when he was 
superintendent of the carriers in Chicago. He 
has been in Manila ever since the Spanish- 
American wer. . 

„ We haven't had a holdup in Manila for 
eight years,’’ he went on. Crime in the 
islands is unknown. When I make this 
statement I exclüde trivial uprisings, be- 
cause they do not fall in this category. T 
never lock the doors of my house, except 
when my family is with me and that is to 
prevent them trom worrying. Burglars are 
never heard of and other forms of crime 
are rare.“ 

Col. Hartigan spoke enthusiastically of the 
islands and when he finished his talk he 
had his hearers almost on the point of start- 
ing immediately for the ‘* prettiest place in 
the world. with the exception of Ireland,’ 
to use a phrase of the colonel’s. 

But the colonel,. who resembles Mark 
Twain, advised them to pestpone their plans, 
if they had any. and wait until the tariff 
is removed. He said the islands were hard- 
ly ready for new comers while this trammel 
existed. 

Taft Liked by Filipinos. 

Col. Hartigan served in the Philippines 
during the Spanish-American war and Gov. 
Taft appointed him to t&ke charge of the 
friars’ property controversy and straighten 
it out. He grew to like the islands and de- 
cided to remain there. He now is engaged 
in practicing law in Manila. He came to Chi- 
cago as a delegate to the republican conven- 
tion. He vill return within the next three 
months and take his family with him. 

“The Filipinos can't see anything but 
Taft,“ he said. He put the islands on their 
feet, thohgh, as it is generally supposed. they 
have not depended on the United States for 
support since 1901. 

“The postal savings bank which has been 
installed ih the islands has been a great suc- 
cess. If you had had it here during the panic 
you would have saved thousands of dollars 
that were taken out of the country. 

„ Sanitation in the islands is superb. The 
dirt that is so abundant on the streets here 
never is seen there. The working people are 
all clean and neat in their dress. Such a 
thing as a woman smoking is absurd. The 
same class of women smoke there that smoke 
here. But a reepectable Filipino girl would 
never think of appearing in the streets puff- 
ing a cigars 


Cigars Cheap in Manila. 

And speaking of cigars reminds me that 
you can get the best eigars there in the 
world. Tobacco is cheap and there is no 
necessity to resort to adulteration. I smoke 
a 2 cent cigar, which is about the same as you 
pay 15 cents for here. The highest priced 
cigar is 5 cents. 

„The Filipinos are a music loving people. 
Every city has its band. Iu addition to these 
there are numerous other musical organiza- 
tions. 

“The people are extremely hospitable. They 
will bankrupt themselves to entertain you. 
It is the custom of officials when traveling to 
send ahead notices that they are sick or can't 
attend entertainments on account of pressing 
business in order to prevent the islanders 
from squandering their money. 

The climate in the islands is—well it is a 
great deal more pleasant than what you are 
having here now. Such days as we had dur- 
ing ‘the convention are seldom experienced 
there. From October to January our climate 
is incomparable. 

“We have no poorhouses and never will 
have. The people are all industrious and 
look after their wants in old age. The day is 
near at hand when our children’s children 
will reside in the tropical zone.“

SHADOW ON THE SUN TODAY. 


Annular Eclipse to Be Visible All 
Over North America. 


FIVE PLANETS IN A BUNCH. 


They Will Appear to Casual Observer 
in West at Dusk 


Chicagoans this morning willgwitness the 
only eclipse of the sun visible , Seba this 
year. Two-thirds of the southern limb”’ 
of the sun will be ebseured for about two 
hours and a half. The shadow will begin to 
pass across the face of Old Sol from the right 
side at 8:42 a. m. and will disappear at ap- 
proximately 11:80 o'clock. 5 

The eclipse is annular and little importance 
is attached to the phenomenon by scientists. 
The astronomers at the University of Chi- 
‘cago and at Northwestern university will 
make only casual observations. No plans 
have been made by Director Frost of the 
Yerkes observatory at Lake Geneva to pho- 
tograph the eclipse. 

Interest is attached to the sun’s submer- 
sion, however, from the fact that the planets

Smoked glasses as a means of observing the 
eclipse are urged by local scientists for the 
protection of the retina on account of the ex- 
tremely fayorable conditions promised for 
the eclipse. Field glasses or opera glasses 
with a colored or smoked glass over the ends 
are advised also. ? 

rith either of these two latter instruments 
it will be possible to see the mountains and 
valleys of the moon. The sun will serve as 
a strong background to bring out the irregu- 
lar outlines of the moon. The outlines, it Is 
promised, will indicate how irregular the 
moon's surface is in a striking silhouette. 

Down in Tampa, Fla., in Mexico City, or in 
the Bermuda islands observers of the eclipse 
will have much better opportunity to ap- 
preciate At these places and in a strip 
about nitty. miles wide the eclipse will’ be 
seen directly in the center of the sun. The 
outer edge of the sun will encircle the shad- 
owed part. 

This peculiarity. of the@#clipse gives the 
name annular toit. When the moon ap- 
pears exactly in front of the sun the annular 
or ring phase is visible. The duration of the 
ring feature in an annual eclipse cannot con- 
tinue longer than twelve minutes. In this 
instance 3 minutes and 30 seconds only, will 
be consumed 


Visible Over Half the World. 


Every city in the United States will be 
able to observe this eclipse, together with 
the whole of North America, the southwest- 
ern part of Europe, the southegst corner of 
Africa. and the northern portions of the 
Atlantic’ and Pacific oceans. In extreme 
southern portions of Florida the northern 
limb instead of the southern umb will 
be obscured. 

This is the second eclipse of the year. The 
first took place on Jan. 3. It was not visible 
locally. Another eclipse, which will not be 
observable here, will occur Dec. 8. 


LAND ALLOTMENTS MAKE 
OSAGES RICHEST OF PEOPLE. 


Estimated That Each Member of the 
Tribe Is Worth from Forty to Sev- 
eral Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


Tulsa, Okla., June 27.—The Osage allotting 
commission will on Monday begin the work 
of making final divisions of lands at Paw- 
huska, the tribal capital. The filings will be 
made on an average of twenty-five a day, and 
by Nov. levery one of the 2.200 Osages will be 
in possession of the last of his allotment. 
Each Osage will then have on an average of 
800 acres. Besides his land, each Osage has 
an interest in tribal funds vested with the 
federal government amounting to several 
millions of Collars. It is estimated that the 
wealth of e y Osage is at least $40,000, 
while numbers of them are worth up into 
hundreds of thousands. As a race of people 
they are the richest in all the world. 

The Osages are rapidly learning to enjoy 
life after the fashion of their white brethren. 
They dote particularly on fine horses and 
conveyances, and it is a frequent sight in the 
towns of the Osage to see some buck with 
his family garbed in blankets come spinning 
into town in a modern touring car. As to 
wearing apparel, the men go in for bright 
red blankets and the women for silk dresses 
of the same hue, other colors seeming not 
to appeal much to the idea of beauty in attire. 

The Osages are rapidly embracing the Mor- 
mon faith, and if permitted by Uncle Sam 
would soon emigrate to Mexico, where they 
could live and die in the new faith.

4. Never allow special interests who consider 
themselves favored at your hands torise and spend 
an immense campaign fund for you. 

5. If you run 60,000 behind your ticket in 
a presidential landslide, keep out of politics. 

6. Don’t play cheap politics to help your sup- 
posed friend by striking a blow in his behalf 
under the guise of taking a *‘ holier than thou 


position. 

7. Do not announce Work on Opinions in the 
Law Bulletin and then * a week's vacation in 
New York or elsewhere. 

8. Take your share of the work unless sick, and 
don’t edge over two or three weeks’ extra vaca- 


tion on your fellows. 
9. Don't pluck any motes out of your fellow’s 


eye until you have taken a few beame out of 
your own. 


Fine Body of Men.

It is history repeated that kingly powers 
have always sought to minimize the safe- 
guards of human liberty and every once in a 
while we’ find that an aroused people have 
compelled new declaration of the old rights 
in habeas corpus. 

It were better that all the prisoners in the 
Illinois penitentiaries were liberated at one 
stroke than that the principle should be de- 
stroyed. 

‘Every man has the right to fight for his 
life and his liberty and if it took a hun- 
dred trials, forty years and a million of 
money no one has any right to complain. 
This country, is built on the theory ofa square 
deal for the man who is down. no biting 
gcuging, no kicking. 


“Political Judges” Good Men. 

The ‘ political judge ’—what a phrase to 
conjure with! What is the point? Judge 
Holdom doesn't analyze. It must be that the 
judge who exercises his citizenship in that, 
first, will be influenced by his political asso- 
ciation, or, second, that it is undignified to 
the ermine. a 

“The judge, if he is a man, will exercise 
his rights as a citizen instead of confining 
his political energies to popgun politics or 
talking to a church society on what a hard 
job it is to be judge, and running away from 
political leaders during his term and crawi- 
ing toward them and licking their shoes just 
before convention ‘and primary.

favors as another.

„% While deaths from many other causes are 
rapidly decreasing year by year, the death 
rate from these diseases in infants has been 
increasing during the last four years, al- 
though we fought these diseases harder last 
year than ever before 

„Last year 2,800 children died from in- 
testinal diseases in thiscity. Place this num- 
ber against 876 deaths during the same time 
from typhoid fever and you will see it is 
time something should be done. The con- 
gested districts sh the larger death rate 
of babies and your fresh air remedy here 
will do wonders in saving these babies. 

“QOne-fourth of the death rate of infants 
from these diseases is caused by the im- 
proper milk supply, and the remedy will be 
effected when the babies and cows are to- 

er again. 
aid 1508 according to present indications, 
infants’ deaths from these diseases will in- 
crease rather than decrease, there having 
been 846 deaths of infants’prior to June 1.

Dahiman of Nebraska, Norman E. Mack of 
New York and Gov. John E. Osborne of 
Wyoming. ; 

Two members, John T. McGraw of West 
Virginia and Clark Howell of Georgia, were 
absent, the proxey of the former being held 
by Mr. Sullivan of Illinois, while Urey Wood- 
von represented Mr. Howell. 

It was decided to leave the selection of 
chaplains for the subsequent sessions of the 
corvention with Chairman Taggart. The 
number of reading and tally clerks was put 
at a maximum of fifteen. 


Islands Have No Vote. 


The committee then took up the question of 
seating the delegates and alternates from the 
Philippine islands, and it was decided that the 
precedent established by the national con- 
vention of 1904 of seating the Philippine 
delegates with the alternates, and without 
votes, should: be followed. The national 
convention in 1004 decided that no delegates 
to a national convention could be legally 
sent from the Philippines. 

A discussion over the apportionment of 
tickets occupfed the committee until it ad- 
journed. No settlement was reached and the 
matter went over until Tuesday at 4 p. m., 
when another meeting will be held. The de- 
mand for tickets of admission has been un- 
precedented. 

Because of the pressure upon the members 
of the national committee for admission, it is 
possible that the convention may be tem- 
porarily halted while processions of people 
who have been unable to secure tickets are 
allowed to pass through the hall. If this 
plan is adopted an aisle will be roped off 
for the procession while the band plays in 
rapid time. 

Bryan Named Bell Early. 

The selection of the temporary chairman 
ras in direct accord with the wishes of Mr. 
Bryan as announced several days ago. He 
said that he strongly favored former Rep- 
resentative Bell and Representative Henry 
Clayton of Alabama for the temporary and 
permanent chairmanships. and while he was 
not particular as to which man held either 
position he believed that they should be- 
tween th preside over the entire delibera- 
tions of the convention. 

Dahiman was said to have had a copy of 
the platform which is to be submitted to 
the convention, but he said he did not 
bring it.

It is not 
drawn up so far as I know, at least not in 
definite form. There is no mystery about 
the platform which will be adopted by the 
democratic convention. It is generally un- 
derstood throughout the country on what 
sort of a platform Mr. Bryan is willing to 
stand. and the public knows as much about 
‘it as 1 do.”

Governor’s Aid Asked. 
Austin, Tex., June 27.—In a _ telegram 
to Gov. Campbell this afternoon the state 
department at Washington asks Texas to 
take steps to prevent any disturbances along 
the Mexican-Texas border as a result of the 
attack on Las Vacas.

“In connection with the recent attempt 
to precipitate a general disturbance in the 
state of Coahuila, Mexico, the Mexican gov- 
ernment has brought to the department's 
attention the question of violation of. the 
neutrality laws of the United States, and ex- 
pressed a desire that the parties guilty of 
the recent acts alleged to have been commit- 
ted on the frontier in violation of these laws, 
should be duly punished. At the same time 
the Mexican’ government represents the 
urgency of the government of the United 
States giving orders tending to the preven- 
tion of any disturbance of public order on 
the frontier between the two countries. This 
department has referred the matter on the 
violation of the neutrality. laws to the at- 
torney general, but it would be pleased if 
you would cause such measures to be taken 
if you find it proper to prevent the occur- 
rence complained of.

MRS. ROOSEVELT URGED NOT 
TO ACCEPT TURKISH HONOR. 


1 Protest Sultan’s Decoration 
of President’s Wife Because of His 
Cruelties and Despotism. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 27.—[{Special.]—aAt 

a meeting of Armenians today it was decided 
to send Mrs. Roosevelt a telegram asking her 
not to accept the decoration of the Order 
Chefakat conferred on her by the sultan of 
Turkey. on the ground that the sultan’s acts 
toward the Armenians brand him a human 
monster. The telegram recites: 
„On behalf of the hundreds of thousands 
of innocent victims put to the sword by that 
great assassin, the sultan of Turkey, on be- 
half of thousands of outraged mothers and 
sisters, on behalf of thousands of widows and 
orphans etarving and dying today, on behalf 
of all that is most sacred and glorious in 
American history, we, the Armenians of 
Philadelphia, exiles and fugitives from Turk - 
ish misrule and oppression, but now citizens 
of this great country, deeply implore and be- 
seech you as the first lady of this great land 
and the representative of noble American, 
womanhood, wife of our most beloved presi- 
dent. the incorruptible foe of injustice and 
tyranny, not to staim yourself and yours by 
wearing that piece of Turkish metal, which 
represents centuries of cruelty, barbarity, 
and inhumanity.”’

ST. PAUL 4TH IS SANE AND SAFE. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 27.—{Special.]— 
Probably no city in the country has done 80 
much as St. Paul to rob the Fourth of its 
grim tragedies and make a sane and safe” 
observance popular. 

As soon as the idea of reform for the 
“Fourth took hold in St. Paul an attempt 
was made to re#stablish the old time manncr 
of celebrd@ting the national event. The peo- 
ple were gathered together in the largest hall 
of the city, the Deciaration of Independence 
was read, sacred songs were sung to the 
music of military bands, and an oration was 
delivered by the best erator available for the 
occasion. But this experiment proved an 
utter failure from the children’s standpoint. 
They were not interested in the historical 
reading, or in the singing of the hymns, or 
in the delivery of the oration. It was clear- 
ly realized that if the new plan for celebrat- 
ing the Fourth were to be a success it 
must take the sentiment of the youngsters 
into account. It must take some other form, 
and, if it were to be a success, it must pro- 
vide for entertaining the children in a way 
acceptable to them, or it would be imposai- 
bie to wean them from a day given up to fire- 
crackers, bombs, gunpowder, and bloodshed. 

Plenty of money was forthcoming, and the 
idea of allowing the children to have it all 
their own way was mooted at the St. Paul 
Commercial club when a children's carnivul 
was suggested. Since the first held tho 
movement has been successful. The. car- 
nivals have taken place every year during 
the last five years. About 7,000 children at- 
tended the first. Last year the attendance 
was more than 10,000. During the day the 
leading residents look after the children, and 
the festivities are enjoyed by rich and poor, 
by the children of all nationalities, and by 
those of different wiews on religious matters. 


Many Lives Are Saved. 


So far not a single accident of any kind has 
taken place in connection with the carnival. 
But it is safe to say that many young lives 
have been saved that otherwae might have 
been the victims of accidents which have 
préviously characterized the day. 

What actually takes place in St. Paul on 
the Fourth of July is this: The program 
opens by the children of the city assembling 
at the auditorium under the care of their 
elders, the mayor presiding. It is impossi- 
ble to describe the scene when 10,000 chil- 
dren are gathered together within the walls 
of this magnificent new building, in every 
particular adapted to the necessities of a 
great occasion. Every available sitting space 
is taken. me thousand children are massed 
on the immense floor space. National flags 
are distributed to every boy and gir! present. 
Confetti falls in streamers from the bal- 
conies, the bands discourse national airs, 
and the children, especially the boys, give. 
expression to the St. Paul yell.” 


Then the Fun Begins. 

Before leaving the auditorium every child 
is given a book containing ten coupons. With 
these coupons ten purchases can be made 
at Harriet island, where the rest of the day 
is spent: On leaving the auditorium a parade 
is formed. This is headed by the mayor in 
an automobile, escortéd by the mounted po- 
lice officers of the city. Military bands are 
placed at intervals and after passing through 
the principal street of the city the procession 
crosses the Mississippi river and heads for 
Harriet island, a children’s paradise, cov- 
ered with magnificent trees, in the middle 
of the river and almost in the heart of the 
city, Here everything which can contribute 
to the enjoyment of the children is placed 


at their disposal. 
Treat Costs Only $5,000. 


7 lly the most important part of the 
BB rm is the. distribution of toys and re- 
freshments. Booths are found in all the 
shady nooks of the island. At these booths 
the children can negotiate their coupons for 
candy, lemonade, popcorn, peanuts, all sorts 
of substantia! sandwiches, colored balloons, 
and toys. To give an annual treat of this 
kind to 10,000 children and give them a good 
outing and insure their safety requires per- 
fect organization. Up to the present the plan 
adopted has been succeseful. ‘There have 
deen no accidents of any kind, no children 
have been lost, and this event has become 
the most popular one of the year. The mem- 
bers of the St. Paul Commercial club. who 
promote it, look for the time when celebra- 
tion on similar lines will take place in every 
city of the United States where a desire ex- 
ists for a sane and safe Fourth for the 
children. The children are not denied the 
use of crackers. Every child is given a 
packet, but they are of a kind from which 
no accident can result.

Vacation“ Means Only Hard La- 
bor for Thousands of Children.

One Boy Neither Absent Nor Tardy 
During the Last Eight Years. 


School is over; essays, valedictories, and 


commencement orations have been delivered, 
and now it is. vacation. time. 

But it is not a real vacation for thousands 
of Chicago's school children. The easy school 
days with most of the afternoon to play in 
are over, and many of the boys and girls who 
have been romping and laughing through 
nine months of reading, writing, arithmetic, 
domestic science, manual training, singing, 
and physical culture must buckle down to 
work, in many cases hard, grinding work, 
until school time comes around again. 

There is one place in particular where this 
great transformation of school boys—yes, and 
school girls, too—into bread winners ls going 
on. It is in the rooms of the board of edu- 
cation in the Tribune building. There ‘is 
where the permits are issued for children be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 to work during 
the summer months. 


Proficient in Modern Slang: 

Strange foreign looking fathers and moth- 
ers come timidly in leading children, bright, 
wideawake. thoroughly American, and with 
& most remarkable command of the most 
up to date slang. And they are brave little 
fellows. too. They march and take their 
medicine as though toiling fn a stuffy factory 
from early morning unti! night were a much 
more enjoyable way of spending the summer 
than playing baseball, roaming around the 
perks, swimming in natatoriums and at the 
public bathing beaches. Some of them look 
several years below the legal age, but what 
can be done when the parent swears with 
uplifted hand that the tiny chap at his side 
was born fourteen years ago. And then, too, 
it is painfully evident in many cases that 
the pittance the little fellow mat receive 
will. be a powerful reinforcement to the fam- 
ily income. 

Some of those who apply are evidently 
children of the fairly well to do, boys who 
will work but a short time to earn a little 
spending money. But the vast majority of 
the cases, and there are more of them thts 
year than ever before, are those in which the 
little ones are needed to repel the attacks.of 
the wolf of destitution. 


Aged Teacher Seriously III. 

Alfce L. Barnard, one of the best known 
teachers in Chicago, is seriously il! at her 
home, 2018 West One Hundred and Third 
street, Tracy. Miss Barnard has the dis- 
tinction of being the only teacher for whom 
the board of education has named a public 
school, the Alice L. Barnard school of Wash- 
ington Heights. Miss Barnard is now 75 
years old. She began her duties as a teacher 
in the Chicago schools when the city had a 
population of about 20,000: She was prin- 
cipal of the Jones school for twenty-five 
years at a time when it was a little frame 
structure attended by the élite of Chicago's

The record of James A. Morrissey, who was 
graduated last week from St. Agatha’s Ro- 
man Catholic parochial school, was thought 
by the Rev. M. Bonfield, pastor of the church, 
unusual enough to warrant special! attention.

Louis A. Seeberger Has Plan Which He 
Thinks. Would Work Great Benefit 
Has Esthetic Features. 


Louls A. Seeberger offers a striking sug- 

gestion involving an ingeresting departure 
in the way of public eee nts right in 
the busy part of the west side, contiguous 
to the Union and new Northwestern passen- 
ger stations and near where the new west 
side postoffice probably will de located: In 
fact, the proper working out of the plan calls 
Tor the location of the postoffice in the blocks 
between Clinton, Jefferson, Madison, and 
Adams streets, while south from Adams 
street, betweeen Canal and Clinton streets, 
there is to be another great passenger termi- 
nal, to be occupied, it is suggested by way 
of example, by the Burlington and Aiton 
roads. 

Thus, with a new union or ‘Pennsylvania 
station to be erected on the site of the present 
station, between Adams and Madison streets, 
east of Canal street, which is believed to be 
ai matter of only a few years, the block 
bounded by Madison, Adame, Canal, and 
Clinton streets would be surrounded by mon- 
umental buildings on the four sides, and Mz 
Seeberger's suggestion is that it be acquired 
by the city, the present buildings thereon 
removed, and the ground converted into an 
open plaza with such ornamental effects as 
may be decided upon. His contention is that 
such a plan properly worked out would not 
only prove of immeasurable practical benefit 
to the city as a whole, and particularly this 
part of the city, where increasing street con- 
gestion is certain to becomes most trouble- 
some thing to deal with in the near future, 
but it also would'be a great stride forward in 
the “city beautiful movement. 

Would Be Imposing Spectacle. 

“This open plasa, with such ornamental 
effects as may be thought proper,“ says Mr. 
Seeberger, flanked on the four sides by the 
four great monumental buildings suggested, 
would present an imposing spectacle and 
would de certain to give strangers coming 
into Chicago by any of the roads surround- 
ing this plaza a most agreeable impression 
of the city. First impressions, as we know, 
are frequently lasting, and I have no doubt 
that the pleasing impression which this sug- 
gested plan would leave upon those first ar- 
riving in the.city would be of great practical 
benefit to the latter. 

But the project is particularly to be com- 
mended because of the direct and im- 
measurable practical benefit it would have 
In relieving the rapidly growing congestion 
in the narrow streets thereabouts, which, 
with the erection of the new Northwestern 
station, the new postoffice building, and other 
contemplated great structures, promises to 
become a most difficult problem to deab with. 
Cabs and other conveyances which take up 
80 much room about great passenger sta- 
tions}; could find a place here without imped- 
ying regular street traffic. 

From every point of view, then, the proj- 
ect is a most commendable one, and I think 
attention should be called to it now for the 
reason that the land in question gan be ac- 
quired now so much more cheaply than would 
be possible a few years hence, that the pres- 
ent seems like the psychological moment to 
act in the premises. 

It seems to me like a great project, one 
which would prove of enduring and tm- 
measurable benefit to the city, and every 
one to whom I have suggested it has heartily 
approved it.“

HIT BY A QUAKE N 1905. 


Buildings Destroyed: People Live in 
Open Three Years. 
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[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. } 
LONDON, June 27.—The following dispatch 
was stopped by the censor in Rome: 
The Calabrian village of Olivadi, which 
was almost completely destroyed by an 
earthquake in 1905, despite the passage by 
parliament of a special law rebuilding the 
houses, is still a ruin, and the inhabitants 
are still houseless. June 22 a crowd of about 
700, mostly women and children, assembled 
before the municipality shouting, “ Death 
to the government!“ 
Troops were summoned, and fired their re- 
volvers in the air. Thedemonstrators imme- 
diaely began to throw stones, and two car- 
bineers fell badly injured. 
The other six in the squad were on the 
point of being overpowered, when they 
fired à volley from their rifles, and the 
crowd fled, leaving fifteen on the ground, 
including three dead—a man, a woman, and 
a boy. Twelve were seriously wounded, 
mostly women. The village now is occupied 
by troops.“ 
; The Roman censor also stopped the follow- 
ng: 
“The strike at Parma has reached alarm- 
ing proportions. Fifty thousand peasants 
refuse all terms unless the farmers offer 
bigger wages. The farmers have armed 
themselves to profect the ‘ blacklegs’ who 
are working in the fields. The strikers have 
occupied the old portion of the city beyond 
the River Parma, and have barricaded the 
streets and destroyed the lamps, so the town 
is In darkness. 
“They have organized a regular war 
against the troops, and skirmishes occur 
daily, the strikers using stones’ and the sol- 
diers rifles. 
“ Meanwhile, owing to the general strike, 
food is growing scarce, and the situation 
daily becomes more alarming. Details of 
fatalities are unavailable, the censor stop- 
‘ping all telegrams.”

PARIS, June 27.—Taking as its text the 
fate of a girl bearing the name of a dead 
painter renowned in Europe and America, 
whose works sell at constantly increasing 
prices, while she earns a living selling pro- 
grams at the circus, the Journal proposes a 
scheme of insuring artists against losing for- 
ever the fruit of their efforts. It suggests 
the formation of a society for the protection 
of artistic property, which the government 
shall empower to collect during a certain 
number of years for the artist's benefit a 
percentage every time a picture or sculpture 
is sold. 

This is on similar lines to those societies 
which collect authors’ fees for every new edi- 
tion of a book and every production of a dra- 
matic or musical work. 

The society should keep a perpetual cata- 
logue wherein every artist for a small fee 
could enter each work with a minute descrip- 
tion. The society should place a stamp on 
every work thus entered as an additional 
safeguard against forgeries. This idea has 
been well received by the presidents of the 
salons and other artistic societies, who be- 
lieve it would simplify following the wander- 
ings of pictures and statues.

Youth Admits Intimacy with Alleged

Remy, a wealthy retired Paris banker, 
stabbed to death June 6, hds revealed an 
astounding state of affairs in the banker’s 
household. 

Mr. Remy's nephew, named 3 told 
the magistrate that Renard killed his uncle. 
He said that after years of service in his 
uncle’s house Renard had become complete 
master of the establishment, gaining such 
ascendency over the banker's wife that the 
keys to her money and jewel boxes always 
were in his possession. 

Raingo confessed that the relations be- 
tween him and Renard had been of a scan- 
dalous character. M. Remy often complained 
of Renard’s growing domination in his house- 
hold, but his wife defended the butler. 


Threatens to Digcharge Butler. 
The climax came the day before the assas- 
sination, when the banker discovered his 
nephew and Renard together. He then in- 
formed his wife he could no longer endure 
the situation, and intended to send his 
nephew to a disciplinary school and dis- 
charge the butler. 

High words followed this announcement. 
Mme. Remy refused to believe the stories 
told her and finally, with her maid, left the 
house. 

That same night, Raingo declared, M. Remy 
and Renard quarreled during dinner and 
Renard killed the banker with a dessert 
knife. 

Widow Still Defends Servant. 


The butler arranged the house in such a 
manner as to support the theory that crime 
had been committed by burglars, Raingo 
said. Another arrest is expected. 

When Mme. Remy was apprised today of 
the arrest of Renard she would not believe 
the charges against him. 

„No,“ she declared, it is impossible, If 
he is guilty he is a monster of hypocrisy.”’

DEATH LURKS IN TELEPHONES 


Tests in London Show Germs 
Abound in Mouthpieces. 


DISINFECTANTS’ USE NEEDED 


Inoculated. Pigs Catch Tuberculosis 
Within Threa Weeks’ Time. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, June 27,—According to a report 
by a medical officer from Westminster to 
this week’s Lancet, a startling result has 
been attained from the test to discover 
whether tuberculosis germs exist in tele- 
phone mouthpieces. 

One of the postoffice’s public telephones on 
the central exchange was wiped round with 
a swab and the contents of the swab were 
used to inoculate two guinea pigs. 

One pig was killed twenty-three days after 
the inoculation and a post mortem examina- 
tion showed pronounced signs of tubercu- 
losis. 

The second guinea was killed twenty-seven 
days after the inoculation and an examina- 
tion showed similar signs of infection. 

This proves that the deadly germs of tuber- 
culosis can be transmitted by the public tele- 
phone, as it is now in general. 

It proves also that all telephones, whether 
in public or private use, should be periodically 
disinfected, as in the ease of the London 
stock exchange, where fifty phones are 
sprayed daily with a disinfectant under an 
agreement with the general postoffice. 


EXPECT BOOM IN IRISH WHISKY. 


Dublin Distillers Base Hopes of Great- 
er Demand in United States on De- 
cision in Levy Uri Case.

AMERICAN LIBRARIES IN LEAD.

BERLIN, June 27.—Under the title Bane 
zal a brochure was published this week 
painting a startling picture of a forthcoming 
Japanese-American war. The American 
battleship fleet is on its homeward voyage 
through the Atlantic, when the cabies to 
Manila are cut. Not until two days later 
does the American garrison discover that 
war has broken out, and simultaneously 
the monitor Monadnock is blown up by a 
Japanese man-of-War, which entered the 
harbor disguised as a tramp steamer.

TRADE COTTON FOR IVORY 


Island Produces the Cloves of the 
World and Is Peopled by Su- 
perior Class of Negroes. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. 
ZANZIBAR, May 15.—Have you ever 
heard of Judge Riley of Virginia? He was 


one of the noted figures in Washington dur- 


ing the administrations of Grant, Hayes, 
Arthur, and Garfield. A carpet bag official 
at the close of the war, he came for one 
of the foreign appointments which were 
given by the northern presidents to the re- 
publicans of the south. He was first sent 
as minister or consul general to one of the 
little South American republics and after 
that was given the consulship to Zanzibar. 
Before leaving Washington for the latter 
post he treated all his friends, dilating the 

hile on the splendors of the court of the 
ultan and his harem and the black eyed 
houris whom he expected to see. He then 
left; but at the end of six months came back 
Weary and worn and sad. When asked how 
he liked Zanzibar he replied: 

“Zanzibar! Zanzibar! Where in the 
blank is Zanzibar! I have been cruising 
over the world for the last six months and 
for the life of me I can’t find Zanzibar!" 

I have been more successful than Judge 
Riley, for“I have found Zanzibar, and have 
even seen its young sultan, though not his 
harem. For our consuls of the future I 
wo say that Zanzibar is a coral island 

about one-sixth as large as Porto Rico, sit- 
eaten in the Indian ocean, three or four 


* hundred miles below the equator and from 


fifteen to thirty miles from the coast of 
German Hast Africa. It can now be reached 
by a half dozen steamship lines, and the 
fare from here to Washington is something 
like $300. There are four lines which con- 
nect the island with Europe, and the Ger- 
man East Africa ships go regularly from 
here to Bombay, in India, and to Rangoon, 
in Burmah. There are also ships which have 
regular sailings to the Persian gulf and 
Madagascar, so that the island can be easily 


reached 
Island of Cloves. 


In coming here from Tanga we steamed 
along the Zanzibar coast for about forty 
miles, and there are twenty or more miles 
yet below us. Zanzibar is about fifty miles 
long and twenty miles wide, and it would 
make altogether about 400 1,000 acre farms. 


At you look at it from the sea the land is 


low and its shores are fringed with cocoa- 
nut trees loaded with ruts. The island has 
a dense vegetation. It is in the heart of the 
tropics and is noted for the fertility of its 
soil. It is the chief clove isiand of the world, 
end the cakes and pickles of the universe are 
flavored by it. Throughout Europe and the 
United States there are millions of secret 
drinkers who hide their whisky breath from 
the knowledge of their deluded wives by the | 
aroma of Zanzibar cloves. The island pro- 
duced last year over twenty-six million 
pounds of these spices. This is enough to 
amother the scent of all the liquors raised 
by man and leave some to spare. 

During my stay I have ridden out to some 

the plantations. Cloves come from trees 

hich are set out in orchardsand cultivated. 
At the age of six years the trees begin to 
bear blossoms, and it is these blossoms which 
form the cloves of commerce. They are 
bright red in color and are full of perfume. 
They are picked when they are in full bloom 
and then smoked over slow wood fires. Dur- 
ing the smoking they turn from red to brown, 
and when cured are almost black. After 
they are well dried they are packed up in 
bags, and in that shape are sent to Europe 
and the United States. The English have 
another clove island, known as Pemba, 
which lies a little north of Zanzibar, and is 
governed from here. These two islands pro- 
duce more than 90 per cent of all the cloves 
raised in the world. 


In Zanzibar City. 


The capital of Zanzibar is Zanzibar eity. 
It is the chief port of East Africa, foreign 
goods being sent from here to the mainland 
and carried across to Lake Tanganyika-and 
other parts of the continent. At the same 
time ivory, hides, and the various native 
products are brought here to be shipped to 
Europe, so that the place has a great trade. 

As you ayproach the city from the sea it 
makes you think of southern Europe. The 
shore is lined with three story buildings, 
built of stone or brick, covered with stucco 
and painted in all colors of the rainbow. 
There are blue buildings. white buildings, 
green buildings, and yellow bulfldings, all 
mixed togecher. The town appears twice as 
big as it is and it looks. both imposing and 
beautiful. Right out of the center, on the 
edge of the sea, rises the sultan's palace, and 
farther down to the south are the buildings 
of the British consulate, which look like a 
white marble castle. 

As you come nearer the marble turns to 
whitewash, and the sultan’s palace dwindles 
in grandeur until it looks like one of our 
great seaside hotels. It is, in fact, a three 


‘story bullding of wood painted yellow, with 


galleries running about it from story to story. 
These galleries are about twenty feet wide, 
and they are for all the world like hotel 
porches. The roof is red, and, as it seems 
to cover a roof garden; the hotel effect is 
still more in evidence. It is there that the 
sultan lives with his numerous wives. I do 
not know how many dusky women there are 
in the m. His majesty isa Mohammedan 
and he keeps such things to himself. I only 
know t the soldiers are always guarding 
the doors and that the cannon at the entrance 
seemed to frown at me as I passed by. There 
is no royalty, however, about the looks of 
the palace, and there is but little power in 
the hands of the young man of 28 who lives 
there and pretends to 


Sultan of 


Indeed, the glory of this sultanate is 1 0 
passing away. It once controlled almost the 
whole of East Africa. The sultan had all the 
territory that now belongs to the Germans, 
reaching as far east as Lake Tanganyika. 
and also the whole of the coast lands of 
British East Africa, extending almost to 
Arabla. He was one of the greatest slave 
dealers of the world. I recently went through 
the slave market where some of the young 
sultan’s ancestors sold negro slaves for 
A consumption, and I stopped in a 
hotel named after Tippoo Tib, the great slave 
dealer, who aided Stanley in his explorations. 
When Tippoo Tib died not long ago he left 
more than 300 black wives. Within recent 
years the British have abolished slavery, but 
I understand that there are some who are stil] 
slaves, although nominally free. 

As to the sultan of today, his income is 

y from the British government and 
m his own private estates. The British 
hold the protectorate over his dominions on 
@ perpetual lease, for which they pay him 
$85,000 a year; and the Germans have secured 
the fee simple title to the lands which former- 
ly belonged to his father upon the payment 
of something like $1,250,000 cash. 

I am not sure as to just what the sultan fs 
worth, for his purse is kept separate from 
the general revenue of the country, and the 
taxes are used by the British under the direc- 
tion of the British consul general. I on! 
know that he has enough to live in consid 
able state and to keep up magnificent — 
ae the 3 of Arablan horses.

‘Many of the Arab mer- 
chants dye their beards a brick dust red, and 
I see scores of women who go about complete- 
ly covered by yellow gowns, which fall with- 
out a break from their heads to their feet. 
Their faces are entirely covered, and each 
girl looks out through a little network ot 
white cords woven over a hole not larger 
than a visiting card, and that so closely that 
one cannot see the eyes behind. 

Ten Thousand Hindoos. 

About vne-sixth of the inhabitants of Zan- 
zibar come from East India. There are more 
than 10,000 Hindoos, and also Klings, Par- 
sees, and Brahmans. These people are from 
all parts of Hindoostan, and they wear many 
strange costumes. I see little black giris 
whose arms and legs are loaded with gold 
and silver jewelry. They have tight panta- 
lets, which fall to their ankles and are 
fringed there with lace. They have also a 
coat which comes to the knees. There are 
dark faced Indian women with nose but- 
tons of gold and silver and fat, greasy look- 
ing Indian men, who strut about wearing 
pill box caps made of velvet and cloth of 
silver. These men have on long coats, but- 
toned up to the throat, and under them cali- 
co pantaloons which fit tight to the skin. 
Others have roundabout jackets with gold 
studs down the front, which look for all the 
world like dress skirts with the tails cut off. 

These Hindoos do most of the retail busi- 
ness of Zanzibar. They have long streets 
of bazaarlike stores in the city itself, and 
their peddlers go all over the island. They 
use rupees as money, and their chief cus- 
tomers are the Swahills and the other na- 
tives. 

The bulk of the population of Zanzibar is 
made up of Africans. The Arabs are the 
nabobs, the Indians the traders, but the 
black men do the work. There are on the 
island altogether 250,000 or more negroes of 
various tribes. 

There are more Swahills than any other. 
They are fine looking black people. The 
men and women are straight, and the young 
girls, in their long white cotton gowns, are 
quite handsome. Many of the men speak 
a little English, and my guide knows enough 
to tell me about the city and its people. 
They are the most efficient of the natives 
of Central Africa, and are employed by trad- 
ers to carry goods to all parts of the cont!- 
nent. I find the thatched villages of the ne- 
groes along the roads as I drive about the 
country. They work the plantations, taking 
care of the clove trees and gathering the 
crops. —

The work of that time is still in evidence. 
American cottons are known everywhere. 
They are considered the best made, and if 
our exporters would push them they could 
crowd out the poorer goods from India, Eng- 
land, and Germany. The other nations fight 
American goods, and they do everything 
they can to destroy our trade. They are 


studying the wants and tastes of the natives 


and are making patterns to please them. 
The most active merchants at present are 
the Germans, who are selling a kind of cot- 
ton known as kangas, used as women’s 
Iresses. A kanga is a square of calico about 
two yards long by a yard and a half wide. 
It is printed in bright colors, and two kan- 
gas form a complete dress for a woman. 
One goes around the waist and another 
about the body under the arms or over the 
shoulders. There is a change in the fash- 
ions of these cottons from time to time, and 
the women want the new styles and colors 
as soon as they come. 

The bulk of the American goods brought 
into this part of the world is through Eu- 
ropeans. There are some American firms, 
but the most of the profits of our trade go 
to outsiders. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL’S MOTHER 
SKETCHED BY SOCIETY WRITER. 


Fares Well at Hands of Caustic Critic, 
Who Compliments Her Taste, but Is 
Curious at Hidden Tattoo Mark.

LONDON, June 27.—Mrs. George Corn- 
wallis West is the subject of a pen portrait 
this week in the series being published by 
an illustrated paper under the title “ Search- 
light in Society. The writer, who professes 
to be a candid friend and who has been 
severe on some of the women previously 
sketched. such as Mrs. Asquith and Mrs. 
George Keppel, cannot find anything to criti- 
cise in Mrs. West except the fact that she 
once was a tory-democrat and now ig a lib- 
eral free trader.

KILLS DAUGHTER AND SELF. 


Strange Act of a Man Who Had Been 
Angered by Being Asked to 
Cook Breakfast. 


LONDON, June 27.—At Stanhill, Oswald- 
twistle, near Accrington, yesterday a man 
named James Cooper cut his daughter's 
throat and afterward drowned himself. 

Cooper, aged 53, had resided in Aspin-ilane, 
Stanhill, for ten or eleven years. Early yes- 
terday morning the mother, who works in a 
laundry, and the eldest daughter left home to 
go to work, leaving Cooper and two girls, 
Jane Alice, aged 10, and Lily, aged 5, in bed. 

The father usually prepared breakfast, but 
on this occasion he refused to do so, and when 
the girl Jane called to ask if her sister was 
going to school Cooper replied that Lily was 
to stay at home.

Countries at Russia’s Mercy. 
„Morocco was virtually handed over to 


France in 1904, and a sultan rejected by the 


nation was forced upon it by French bayo- 
nets. 

In Persia the northern provinces and the 
capital were similarly placed at the mercy 
of Russia, Cossacks being employed to sup- 
port an unpopular sovereign in crushing the 
liberal constitution to which he had sworn 
allegiance. 

It is evident the British Bs BP feels hu mili- 
ation in having to recognize that England 
is unable to play any part in the affairs of 
northern Persia. 

Russia as Cossacks’ Backer. 

As in Russia the attempt to establish a 
constitution in accordance with western 
ideas of freedom, was put down by force, 
so in Persia a similar attempt has been 
stopped by violence. 

Money is furnished from a source un- 
known to the people, devoted to the increase 
in numbers and the efficiency of the Cos- 
sacks. There is little doubt it is Russian 
money. 

“The Cossacks, of course, are the shah's 
troops, but one cannot refrain from ask- 
ing.“ said one editorial writer, whether the 
important part they are playing in the Per- 
sian revolution is consistent with that neu- 
trality Russia and England proclaim the 
guiding principle of their Persian policy. 

Persian Cities in Revolt. 

TIF LIS, June 27.—Fighting is going on be- 
tween the followers of the shah and the fac- 
tions opposed to him at Ardabil, Kasyin, 
Resht, and other Persian cities along the 
Russian frontier. The partisans of the shah 
are said to have gained the upper hand. Itis 
reported that several revolutionary leaders 
were captured and subjected to torture. 

The shah has posted throughout the pro- 
vincial cities copies of a decree ordering the 
people to surrender their arms to the govern- 
ment arsenals under pain of drastic punish- 
ment. 

At Tabriz the fighting began Again yester- 
day. The revolutionists, with the connivance 
of certain officials, seized the rifles and am- 
munition on store In the government arsenal.

Tilden R. Wakely of Chicago and H. D. 
Everett of New York, who were killed by 
nattves in the Island of Negros in the Phil- 
ippines, were martyrs to an attempt to bene- 
dt the people of the cotton belt of the United 
States.

Wakely wrote 
his last letter from Bais, Negros island, on 
April 25, and sent with the letter some of the 
tree cotton and some seed. The letter says: 

“Will try to send (and he did so) in this 
letter a little of the tree cotton and some 
seeds. The seeds are loose in the éotton 
and trees on the coast are twice as big as 
in the province. Each tree must produce

COUNCIL LETS STREET DROP. 


Permit for Northwestern Elevation 
Which Causes Depression May Re- 
sult in Damage Suits. 


The easy good nature with which the city 
council grants valuable favors to corpora- 
tions has sown 6 crop of threatened damage 
suits against the municipality in the Thirty-. 
fifth ward. The trouble has been caused by 
an extraordinary depression of Forty-eighth 
avenue under the elevation of the Northwest- 
ern railway’s tracks in Kinzie street. 

In response to the how! of protest from that 
quarter of the city Supt. Doherty of the 
street bureau made a personal inspection 
of the premises yesterday. He found that 
Forty-eighth avenue had been depressed 
eight feet under the elevated embankment 
in order to preserve thirteen and one-half 
feet of head room in the subway. On either 
side of the street the residents now find 
their front. gates from two to six feet above 
the sidewalk. 

Upon investigation Mr. Doherty found that 
the depression was allowed in the track ele- 
vation ordinance. Property owners claim the 
city is liable for the damage and Mr. Doherty 
could offer them no recourse but the courts.

Great Crowds Watch Regatta. 


Tt was the greatest crowd that has been 
to see the races in many a day. Syracuse 
was represented by hundreds where in the 
last two years there have been tens. It 
was just like 1904 in that respect. That year 
the Onondagans won the varsity races and 
the day of the contest there poured into 
Poughkeepsie the most tremendous crowd of 
Syracuse people that ever had gone to the 
Hudson. They were there then as they 
were here today, loaded and gunning for 
bear. They poured in with all kinds of money 
to bet, and they had lots of chances to ne it, 
too, in spite of the new laws. 

The police announced they weren penis to 
interfere with private betting between colle- 
gians and didn't send out any but uniformed 
men to look after regular bookmaking. One 
bookmaker sat in the lobby of the Nelson 
house and openly recorded bets that any one 
offered him. The money that Chancellor 
Day's young men brought with them made 
Syracuse a hot favorite; and it wag even 
money against the field on the man from 
upstate. Columbia always was second 
choice at 24% to 1, while Pennsylvania was 
third at 4 tol. 

There was not a bit of betting’ on 
Wisconsin, and any price could be had, 
that, too, in spite of the fact that it came out 
that the Badgers had covered the course in 
time faster than any one else. Cornell was 
6 to 1 and there was little betting on the 


Ithacans. There was lots of betting between 


Columbia, Pennsylvania, and Syracuse men. 
Syracuse men were betting they’d beat Co- 
lumbia in two out of the three races, the 
Columbia men were wagering they'd finish 
ahead of the Quakers in two out of the three 
contests.

Military Supervisors and Pilots to Be 
a Feature. | 


Eleven. starters are assured for the“ inter- 
national ballooning race to be held next 
Saturday under the auspices of the Aero- 
nautique club of Chicagé and the Federa- 
tion of American Aero clubs. This entry 
exceeds. by two that of the championship 
event in St. Louis last October, the only 
big ballooning event ever held in America. 

Indications point to the event next Satur- 
day being carried through in a sucteseful 
manner from every standpoint, for, in addi- 
tion to military supervision of the inflation 
by troop F of the First cavalry, three mili- 
tary officers will be among the pilots to 
make official observations and reports. The 
club has arranged. spacious and convenient 
grounds and constructed stands for specta- 
tors and members as well as buildings for 
the protection ot the balloons and acces- 
sories. The use of the Coliseum: has been 
obtained for such balloons as are received 
in the city today and tomorrow. 

The eleven entries comprise the best bal- 
loons in this country and Europe. Chicago. 
C. A. Coey’s record holding craft, is looked 
on by the local enthusiasts as having the 
best chance for the long distance prize. 


United States in Race. 

United States. the bag which carried Lieut. 
Lahm and Maj. H. H. Hershey to victory in 
the Gordon Bennett race from France to 
England, is the mainstay of the hopes of 
the Aero Club of the Northwest, the St. Paul 
organization. Col. Shirley of Louisville, an 
army officer, will pilot the balloon and will 
be assisted by Col. J. L. Gribble. America, 
another Gordon Bennett balloon, is entered 
by the Minneapolis club and will be in the 
hands of Capt. P. S. Hudson. 

The most noted foreigner’to be nominated 
as pilot is Maj-Auguste E. Mueller, in charge 
of the Villede Dieppe, the entry of Paul Lucier 
of France.

There Are 12,175 Women Clerks, 

Studying this list of openings for employés 
of both sexes, the woman may determine 
where possibilities may offer her a chance, 
It is in the clerical and subclerical claési- 
fications that 12,175 women employés find 
Mace, or about 9% per cent of the total of 
women employés. It is encouraging, too, 
that about 800 more women are in the cler- 
ical than in the subclerical class. It is still 
further an encouragement to women that 10 
per cent more men on the civil service rolls 
must take the competitive examinations, 
though as a consequence women suffer in the 
matter of salary because of not fitting for 
places that come under the classified service 

This preparation for place under civil serv- 
ice demands study and experience to an ex- 
tent that the minimum age limit of eniployés 
is considerably above that at which young 
men and women begin bread winning out- 
side. It is true algo that relatively the civil 
service has fewer places for women than 
are indicated in the outside world. 

* * 


Women Employes 65 Years 014d. 

Including the greater number of wonen in 
the civil service in Washington, the propor- 
tion of women to men in the civil service is 
only 7.4 to 02.6 for the whole country. Com- 
pared to this, the census of 1900 covered 
thirty-eight of the occupations open to both 
men and women and numbering more than 
5,000 workers each, but in not one of these 
occupations did women form less than 42 
per cent of the workers. It is the proportion 
of women in the district which raises her 
percentage in the general civil service; out- 
side the district, with its 20 per cent of 
women, there are only 4 per cent women in 
government service. 


service have been touched upon as some- 
thing to appeal to the sex. Sixteen per cent 
of the women in civil service are under 25 
years old, as against the 11 per cent of men 
under that age. This is accounted for, how- 
ever, by the fact that the women prepare 
for less technical and exacting work under 
the government. Yet that the service is 
especially tolerant as to the age limit is 
shown in the fact that 53 per cent of the 
women employés confess to % years and 
under 44 years, and 80 per cent admit & years 
and under 54 years. There are d women, 
indeed. who are more than 65 years old. 

Altogether this neild of the national civil 
service for women is inviting. For years the 
father who has had knowledge of affairs ia 
Washington has been preaching to his sons 
against accepting a civil service position un- 
der the government. Chair warming bas 
been a contemptuous designation of the work 
of many of these employées of the govern- 
ment,

Settle Down in Job for Life. 


Perhaps the strongest argument of the man 
for this attitude is that the average young 
man enlisting his services in the average 
position under the goverpment is most likely 
to settle down in the place for Mle, If he 
shall become especially efficient in technical 
equipment he is likely to have a Smaller gal- 
ary tor his work than he might expect with 
a corporation. Even if the young man de- 
cides to leave the service after a few years 
the fact that he has been 4 government 
employé its likely to prejudice him with an 
employer as thereafter a follower of bureau- 
cratic methods. 

But these arguments do Sot apply in any 
sense to the young woman who from choice 
or from necessity seeks the civil service 
Salary inducements, the permanency of the 
position, and the age feature are likely to 
appeal to her as long ag she has need to 
work. At the opportunity for marriage there 
is nothing possible in the ppsition to prejudice 
the chance.

No 
high priced traveling men are needed to sell 
the goods, no enormous interest and storage 
charges, expenses unavoidable by a whole- 
sale house, and for every cent saved the new 
wholesaler is able to cut a cent from his 
selling price. His Nore is not an elaborate 
one, and the rent is reasonable. There is one 
fioor for a selling room, another for storage. 
He needs no more. 

Whether the twentieth century merchant 
operates one store or twenty, his policy is the 
same. He never allows it to cost more than 
8 per cent to sell his stock.” From 10 per cent 
to 20 per cent is added by all wholesalers 
for the cost of doing business. The retailer 
pays about thesame. They will each have to 
revolutionize their business if they expect 
the consumer to sad their skids when they 
start on their way to oblivion.

Chicago Heeps the Middleman. 


Chicago is the last of the big cities to elimi- 
nate the middleman. New York has more 
than eighty stores under the control of two 
firms. One of these has more than a hun- 
dred branch stores in the larger cities of 
New York. 

Boston.is the ploneer in the wholesale to 
the consumer business. Fifteen years ago 
A young man concéived the idea there. He 
put his available money into advertising and 
began his selling campaign over a plank 
counter resting on two empty barrels in a 
diminutive store on a prominent business 
street. The first day his sales amounted to 
61.000. The first year he disposed of $1,000,- 
000 worth of groceries. The third year his 
sales aggregated $8,000,000, and he saved his 
customers a quarter of a million dollars that 
year. His operations in these years caused 
three large wholesale grocers in Boston to 
fail, and forced hundreds of retailers to close 
their doors and seek other vocations. Twelve 
years ago he sold his business. The store 
still bears his name. and now has twenty-nine 
branches. It is now known throughout Mas- 
sachusetts as the “ grocer trust.” 

Associations of merchants were formed to 
fight this encroachment on their trade. In- 
dividually and collectively they condemned 
the new methods, but their condemnations 
didn’t take, and the business continued, un- 
derselling all who clung to the antiquateé 


methods.

ily of the boy or girl ‘who 
graduates from school. It breaks up the 
invisible chaine of caste which are still 
found in these colonies. It means a reconcil- 
lation to America and a desire to come in 
closer touch, to know more about the cus- 
toms and spirit of the people about them. It 
ig the best Americanizing agency for the 
parents, friends, and playmates of the boy 
or girl who gets a diploma. 
The boy or girl in the foreign districts who 
„ graduates "’ ig looked upon with utmost re- 
spect. He is a credit tothe family. Heisa 
hero and uplifter. He gets all the honor 
which learning was accorded in the middle 
ages, when it was centered in and about the 


church only. *

Becomes a Credit to His Race, 

(he picture of the boy, holding his di- 
ploma in one hand and a book ora bouquet 
of flowers in the other, is sent to friends 
and relatives in Furope and in America. 
Old men speak of him with deference, for he 
is considered a credit to the nation or race 
from which he springs. 

Nothing is more touching than therever- 
ence which education is accorded in the 
foreign districts, at least on graduation 
day.“ said the principal of s west side 
school. “The saying that ‘knowledge s 
power is nowhere felt so much as it isin the 
foreign colonies. Thousands of elderly men 
lead a broken, miserable life because they 
‘have no language,’ because they are dead 
to the country,’ as they express themselves, 
and the respect which they heap upon the 
school graduate is both aincere and inspir- 
ing. 

“On graduation day and weeks before 
that day the family and friends of the boy 
who is to graduate are in a flutter. They 
look forward to that event with the eager- 
ness and longing of people who have no other 
source of pleasure in life than the success 
and the rise of their children. Their enthu- 
siasm is mixéd with a sort of pride. They 
have attained here things which in the old 
country were open only to a select few—to 
men of nobility and wealth. 

* * 
Diploma Means Honor and Success. 

„J have seen fathers and mothers who ap- 
parently never took any interest in their chil- 
dren's school work come proudly to school on 
commencement day. To them the dip,oma 
meant rot only honor but material success. 
They appreciate the fact that the boy who 
knows is the boy who is going to win, and 
already accord him the honor which the 
world generally gives the victor—the suc 
cessiul man, 

“There is a good deal of humor occasion- 
ally in this reverence of the parents for their 
children. One frequently runs accross cases 
where parents are unduly admiring their 
sons because they can read ‘and cipher, too,’ 
and are wondering how ‘one small head’ 
can hold all that knowledge. In the main, 
however, the sights on graduation day are 
serious. I am not a visionary, nor do I like 
to exaggerate things, but I can see in the 
youngsters of foreign pareritage who leave 
the public schools the future directors of the 
weal anc woe of the United States. 

1 You may have a nicer and better fed lot 


of children tn the fashionable neighborhoods. 
The school children along the lake shore may 
be more pleasing tc the eye, more attractive. 


But 1 doubt whether you will find so much 


will power, so much determination there as 
you will find in a child of the Ghetto. Here 
the fittest survive. “he boy who holds out 
long enough to get a diploma from a public 
school is a boy with whom you will have to 
figuie. He had suffered and endured. He 
passed through all tests at home and in 
school, and will endure in the greater school 
of life.

Boundless Ambition ot the Ghetto. 
The schoolboy in the Ghetto is taught by 
his parents to keep his eyes open if he ever 
would get away from what Secretary of War 
Taft called ‘the heartbreaking monotony of 
a squalid life.’ 

„Education in the Ghetto hes a practical 
basis all the way through. As soon a 4 boy 
learns to write e little Emgilish his father 
aliowe him to write addresses on letters to 
the old country. He makes him write to the 
gas company to open or shut off the gas at 
moving time. While the American boy is 
taking things easy in order that he may 
some day be able to think back with pleasure 
on the scenes of hie childhood, the Ghetto or 
stockyards child is Mttle by little initiated 
into the struggles of life. He ia taught to 
grapple with them His nails harden. . His 
brain becomes more swift and agile, From 
these congested districts we may expect not 
only the clever ward bosses and politicians 
but also the future statesmen, the future 
brains and backbone of the country. Edu- 
cation that rises triumphantly out of ruins, 
out of poverty and tenements, i# eure to be 
heard from later. It is determined to rule 
and will rule.“

Boys Talk Like Grewnaps. 

One of the 14 year old Ghetto boys who 
graduated this year points out with pride that 
every one of his six brothers and sisters who 
came to this country while suill children can 
read ‘and write, a thing, he said, which his 
father could not accomplish in the old worid. 
The most striking thing about the boy is the 
manly air with which he speaks. He talks 
as a grownup would talk about life. Xe. 
there is nothing unnatural about it. Thereis 
no buffoonery in his speech. 

But if the boys and girls, proud and seit- 
conscious, are interesting the parents of 
many of them are a study. 

“I came to this country for the sake ot. my 
children only, said the father of a bright 
lad in the Ghetto. My life was broken up 
by my coming te America. I am too old to 
learn things, even if I am willing to do so. 
No matter how much I try to reconcile my- 
self to conditions here I am a stranger in 
thig country. I cannot read and write Eng- 
lish, I cannot communicate with my Amer- 
ican neighbors. My gait and carriage is un- 
American and my attempts at putting up 
appearances. fall flat. But I know that 4 
have saved my children, 

„ did not have to come from Russia for 
economic reasons. I don't make a better 
living here than I did there. Herel always 
worry about tomorrow, and never live in 
content. There things were more stabile, 
even if they were not as up to date ag they 
are in America. 

“But my children! What was I to do 
with them in Russia? To school they could 
not go. We had no school in our town, and 


to send them to another city would be be- 
yond my means, They would have to be 
robbed, therefore, of the most precious 
things in man's life—education, enlignten- 
mend They would never forgive me this, 
They would never forgive the Russian gov- 


ernment, and when they would grow up ther 


would surely join the ranks of those who 
fight against that government. Half of 
them would fall victims in the struggie there. 
The other half would lead a miserebie ex- 
istence, haunted by scenes of bloodshed and 
murder. 

“I decided, therefore, to emigrate to 
America. Here I am the useless article. But 
my children get the opportunities which 
democracy can give. They gre getting an 
education. They are getting the means need- 
ed to shift for one’s self in this world, and 
shift successfully.”

Parents Sacrifice Everything. 

This man was not the only one who came 
to this country for the sake of his children 
who sacrificed himself in order that his 
children might amount to something in this 
world. There are thousands of parents like 
him. Their suffering becomes more apparent 
when one passes over from the public 
schools to the colleges and high schools. 
Hundreds of doctors, dentists, and lawyers 
have been graduated from the schools of 
Chicago in the last few weeks. Hundreds of 
them pulled through thelr college courses 
successfully because of the sacrifice made 
by their parents. 

Scores of families have cut down their ex- 
penses literally to a point of starvation in 
order that a son and brother might become 
a doctor. They have done so because they 
realized that a doctor in the family is not 
only a honor but a practical lift for the rest 
of the family, for brothers and sisters. 

Tou would be surprised,“ said a Russian 
young man holding his sheepskin ’’ in one 
hand and cap and gown in the other imme- 
diately upon his graduation, “to learn how 
much worry, suffering, and sacrifice each 
sheepskin making the eighty students in our 
class physicians costs.

Starve the Wey Through School. 

More than half of the graduates are for- 
eign born. They come from all nations. 
There are Scandinavians, Germans, Ruse- 
signs, Poles, Italians, in short, all nations 
are represented in our class. But also all 
forms of suffering is represented here. There 
are men here who existed for a year upon 
bread and tea and tea and bread. There are 
men here who bought their/sults for gradua- 
tion in a second hand store. They are doc- 
tors and know that to buy second hand cloth- 
ing is ineanitary. But they must doit. They 
cannot help themselves otherwise. There 
are men here whose mothers became gray 
long before their time trying to make both 
ends meet when it was almost impossible 
to do 80.“ 

“The slums of Chicago are moren 
said an American observer in the Ghetto. 
But I don’t think there is any cause for 
alarm. If the slume produce degenerates 
they produce, on the other hand, more than 
their share of determined and trained young 
men who are eager to lift themselves and 
lift their fellows with them. The public 
school is an antitoxin for the slum germ 
and in the struggle between darkness and 
light, light, which in this case is education, 
is bound to be wictorious.”

Moves to Larger City.

‘ system of budding Greek captains with a 


net result of 85 cents dividends weekly. 
The expense in the small city had been 10 
cents and the prospects had not appealed 
to him. Five years Mater finds the good 
brush still doing duty and his shoes always 
shining. 

Captaincy No. 2 required a heavier invest- 
ment. Mullins was one of those young men 
who had cenvineed themselves that they 
could not care for a razor and he had been 
putting 30 cents a week into barber shops in 
addition to three hours weekly reading pa- 
pers at times when he did not desire to or 
listening to conversation that did not inter- 
est him. When he decided to finance this 
industry he passed up the renewal bladed 
safety razors, bought one of the thick bladed 
kind with a stropping machine so he might 
watch the stropping operation. 

The Incentive was the necessity of being 
fresh shaved each morning, which in the city 
would cost 15 cents a shave. 

The result was a saving of time and money 
amounting to at least forty minutes daily 
with wife and baby and a saving of 90 cents 
weekly. Added dividends on preferred stock 
were: learning from observation the trick 
of stropping a razor, encouragement to buy 
4 hone and honing up the old rasors that 


had been so long neglected and the purchase 
of an excellent strop for hand use. Invest- 
ment: safety razor with side appliances, 
$4; hone, $1; strop, $1. Expense now: 2 cents 
a month for shaving soap and 40 cents each 
three weeks to barber for haircut and shave. 
— a 
Results of the Venture. 

Captaincy No. 3 was the purchese of a hoe 
and spading fork and the turning of a part 
of the back yard, for city’ dwellings some- 
times have a back yard where the sun shines, 
into a vegetable garden. 

Results this spring were: Lettuce every day 
for three weeks from 5 cents’ worth of seed 
sown in a bed 3 by 5 feet. Radishes each 
day for the same length of time from seed 
costing the same amount, scattered at in- 
tervals here and there in the yard wherever 
there was a corner.

Waste in a Pie Factory. 

I was told the other day of a manager of a 
pie factory who had succeeded a former man- 
ager for the reason that profite had been 
dwindling under the old management. The 
new manager was told that his job depended 


upon his bringing profits back to the normal, 


which on each pie sold is only the fraction of 
A cent. 

The manager took his bearings. He started 
an investigation. He was his own inspector 
and his own judge of his observations, which 
meang more in itself than it does in political 
life. It struck him that too much flour was 
dusted on the rolling boards on which the 
dough was rolled for piecrusts. Think of it— 
the mere dusting of flour on the rolling boards 
and a new manager bothering about an in- 
vestigation! 

But this question was anticipated on your 
part. You don’t know just what is the full 
meaning of the word waste.” 

This manager discovered that in one night 
five barrels of four had been used merely for 
dusting these rolling boards. Five barrels 
of flour at 7 a barrel, used every night a- 
ply to keep the finished pie from sticking "’ | 
And a pie, delivered by the factory to a cus- 
tomer, sold for only 14 cents! And the profit 
on that single ple was less than 1 cent! 
Wouldn’t you have looked it up?

Found It inDuasting. 

The new manager found evidences of flour 
waste in the dusting process. He set out to 
find a man who knew how to dust rolling- 
boards in expert fashion, with the result that 
@ new man took the place and did the neces- 
vary dusting of the piecrusts, using only 4 
barrel and a half of flour a nicht. This was a 


saving of three and a half barrels of flour 


every night in the week—a total of $171.00 a 
week with flour at §7 a barrel. 

1 40 you wonder that the new manager had 

salary raised by this looking into the

Along this same line of saving as opposed 
to waste I talked with a man who conducts 
a string of moderate priced restaurants all 
over Chicago. This man is making a marked 
success in his particular line. How? By 
making system in the most systematized form 
bear upon the possibilities of waste ae that 
extravagance invites itself in the conduct of 
the restaurant business. At a first thought 
looking over the salaries paid by this man 
for specialized inspectors, the average house 
wife would hold up her hands at the mere 
thought. But these inspectors are making 
this restaurant man's profits! 

* * 
Proper Accounting System Required. 

It is taken for granted nowadays that the 
organization of a considerable business of any 
kind must have a proper accounting system. 
No man with this considerable business on 
his hands would try to dispense with a sys- 
tem of double entry bookkeeping. He must 
know the bearing of rent, lights, stock, depre- 
ciation, and a dosen other things in relation 
to his product and its net selling profit. 

But in mere accounting this question of 
incidental waste is likely to have no special 
individual bearing. Waste that is going on 
will cause a product to cost more money, but 
if attentions have not been given to the 
problem of waste, that item naturally will 
go to general costs. 

This was the idea of the restaurant man 
when. he laid such stress upon systematizing 
things with a view to preventing wastein any 
form. For he had figured his business down 
to such a nicety that he discovered his margin 
of profit, under best conditions, would be just 
two cents on each customer. That is, one 
day with another throughout his several res- 
taurants, taking several thousand customers 
together, he could expect an average of only 
two cents of clear profit upon each of them.

‘fresh water as it flows up from the sand, the

put money. There is seldom a girl who tries 


to find the work for which she is best fitted 
and which she can do, solely and simply for 
the work's sake, because she loves it and 
would be absolutely unhappy were she do- 
ing anything else. 

Of course, it often is necessary to take any 
kind of work that offers itself for the time 
being, but if, in the meantime, the girl worker 
would keep always looking, not for the work 
which pays better, but for that which she can 
do better, the ranks of working women would 
not be filled with mere machines, but with 
live human beings, who take as much inter- 
est in their work as in the pay envelope. Ifa 
girl does take this kind of an interest, the pay 
envelope will always be full, because the 
work that we like we cannot help doing well.

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A large degree of comfort in warm weather 
depends upon the porch space that is avail- 
able for fitting up as a sitting room. When 
N ovens from a living room the interior fit- 
ngs may be used in either place with a few 
extra pieces for the special requirements of 
one or the other.

An uncovered porch requires some special 
chairs, like the tall beach variety, made in 
fiber rush, willow, or wicker, to give protec- 
tion from the sun and wind without depriving 
Its occupant of the fresh air. A swinging seat 
with an awning attachment is also welcome 
on an open porch. A roomy porch will al- 
low besides the usual arm chairs and rock- 
ers a small swing chair for the children and 
a large swinging settle for the grownups.

An inexpensive device for holding books 

and papers is a wide shelf that folds against 
the side of the house. This may be put up 
by any one whois handy with tole and 
painted to match the color of the wood 
against which it rests.

Hanging baskets of porcelain for the 
porch are made by the Japanese, and wall 
pockets and pot holders, suspended by 
strands of raffia, are the work of our own 
country people. Some special flower holders 
may be kept for the veranda in Spanish or 
Mexican jars or vases. 

The porch should have a thoroughly prac- 
tical means of illumination on dark nights. 
If gas or electricity cannot be introduced 
in a substantial wrought iron lantern, a 
picturesque brass lantern to hold oil may 
be substituted. The better quality of Japa- 
nese paper lanterns may be used when festive 
occasions require a decorative feature. 

No part of summer life is so delightful as 
that of having’ some of the meals out of 
doors. A porch that leads into the dining 
room makes this enjoyment one of little care 
and permits frequent transits from the in- 
terior to an open air feast. The decorations 
of the porch may be left to such utilitarian 
articles as lanterns, flower ‘holders, awnings, 
and screens, which contribute charm that is 
not dependent on the purely ornamental.

It should be possible to find a pattern like 
any one of the three skirts illustrated. Two 
models for the suit coat are shown, and the 
idea in showing them is simply to suggest a 
plain, untrimmed garment. If it is well 
made and the lines are good, there will be a 
great deal of style to it, and it will be thor- 
oughly suitable. No lining will be necés- 
sary, if the seams are well finished. They 
should be on the order of a feMed seam, only 
the felled part when finished should measure 
three-eighthse of an inch. 

The inside edge of the front facings should 
be stitghed in a narrow hem before putting 
the ngs on the coat. And if the edges of 
the coat are perfectly stitched, absolutely no 
other trimming should be used, except the 
plain buttons on the front. As these are es- 
sential they will hardly come under the head 
of decoration. 

AS long as this suit is to be of wash ma- 
terial, a sweater will prove useful, to be worn 
instead of the suit coat. And if one is the 
lucky. possessor of a long, loose ulster, it will 
prove just the thing more times than one. 
Plain china or pongee silk blouses, or plain 
tallored shirt waists, each made with long 
sleeves, will be appropriate to complete this 
suit. 
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One should have at least two percales, and 
perhaps, one white Indian head or motor 
cloth dress. A striped blue or tan and white 
percale (the domestic kind costing 15 cents 
@ yard) will be good for one. Make the 
skirt from @ nine gored model, with a box 
plak covering each seam. A pattern for this 
will be obtainable easily. In order to avoid 
all snaresin making these suggestions should 
be carefully studied: 

The plain skirt should be basted together, 
basting each seam down to where the gores 
will fare when the plaits are attached, say, 
nineteen inches on the front gore, and one 
inch less on each gore going towards the 
back. After the skirt is perfectly fitted, 
stitch the gores as far down as each was 
basted, making French seams. One cannot 
be too accurate in having each gore stitched 
exactly to the right number of inches. Where 
each seam finishes, the seam should be 
clipped back exactly to where the stitching 
ends. This leaves the seams below the stitch- 
ing free. The box plaits are cut, always be- 
ing on the straight of the goods down their 
middle, and stitched together from the top 
down exactly to the same number of inches 
as the gores to which they are to be stitched. 

Run a broom handle, if there is nothing 
better at hand, down each plait, and press 
the seam open fiat, first clipping each seam 
where the stitching ends) Then turn the 
Piaits right side out, press flat so that the 
seam is on a line with the middle of the out- 
side of the plait, then stitch each plait on the 
extreme edge, beginning at the top on each 
side, going down to a well defined point at 
the point where the seam stitching ends, and 
up around the other side.

After this ts done, each plait is biind- 
stitched to the skirt seam to which it be- 
longs, blindstitching the seam of the plait 
to the skirt seam, then leaving the plait free 
on the edges, and the opening in the plait 
and corresponding skirt should come 
exactly together. One edge of the skirt seam 
is sewed to an edge of the box plait, and the 
other edge to the other side of the same skirt 
@eam. These seams are stitched and bound 
together. Setting the box plaits into the 
seam makes the skirt nice and full when

It will be pretty to trim the dress with bands 
of the plain color, if it can be found to match.

A good model for the white motor cloth will 
be a five gored model. which has in the hang- 
ing of tt almost the effect of a circular skirt. 
Three bias bands curving upwards 
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; 
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reach the front gore make a pretty finish 
around the bottom. These can be made of 
the single goods, hemmed on the lower edge. 
In order to get the curve and shape up the 
front, cut a strip of paper the right width 
and a yard long will be all right, and begin 
pinning it in place across the bottom near 
the front, and when the front seam is reached 
pin plaite in the upper edge of the paper suf- 
ficiently deep to allow the lower edge to take 
the right curve without puckering. The 
tapering of the top band and point at the top 
can then be made, and a pattern cut from 
this strip of paper. The upper part is more 
like a plain shirt weist than anything else, 
although the pretty vest shape relieves the 
severity some.

Two charmingly dainty styles are shown 
for the batiste or muslin gown, and perhaps 
if there is time to make them, both may be 
decided on. The first one ‘is of a green and 
delicate tan dotted lawn. The skirt is cut 
by a nine gored pattern, and has a gathered 


ruffle on the bottom. This measures twelve 


inches in the front, minus the narrow head- 
ing, and seventeen inches in the middle of 
the back. The heading, instead of being of 
the materia! doubled, is single, and the top 
is bound with the narrowest possible bind- 
ing in plain green lawn. There is a three 
inch band of the plain tan lawn for the bot- 
tom of the ruffle. 
The waist has the body part tucked tength- 
wise, both back and front, and cut out ina 
low round neck in the front and a much 
higher round line across the back. Set in ts 
a plain guimpe of filet lace, cut out in à little 
square and bound with the green. A broad, 
round collar of the plain tan, with an inch 
wide binding of the greén, finishes the cut 
out part of the weist. The sleeves are half 
length, with a band of the green at the lower 
edge.

The other gown is a blue and white striped 
batiste, with circular skirt, which will be all- 
right if the skirt is made to lie on the floor 
a little, for it will stretch down some, and in 
the long skirt it will not be detected, while 
there would surely betrouble if the skirt were 
made short. There are five ruffles on the 
skirt, of plain blue batiste, each one meas- 
uring only one inch in width when done. 

The waist has the lower part gathered into 
a U shaped yoke, made of filet lace, with sev- 
eral ruffies like those on the skirt, only still 
narrower. The upper sleeve part is a small 
puff, and the lower part matches the yoke. 

All these dresses described have waist and 
skirt put into the same band. Make the arm- 
hole to the waist, for medium sized figures, 
fifteen inches around.

It is a fatal mistake to cut an armhole out 
too much, particularly underneath. 


The inaide of the sleeve is pinned to as point 
two and three-eighths inches towards the 
front, measuring from the under arm seam 
of the waist; and the siéeve is basted into 
the armhole, méasuring up towards the back 
from the under arm seam three and one-half 


inches, and towards the front, measuring 


from the same place, four and one-half 
inches: The upper part is gathered between 
these two points after the lower part is basted 
in, and the gathers are evenly distributed. 

After the sieeve is stitched into the arm- 
hole the,seam across the top should be turned 
towards the shoulder and stitched in place 
for a distance of several inches. This will 
make the fullness set off instead of standing 
up in an ugly fashion, as is frequently seen. 

If a bathing suit is to be made, mohair or a 
taffeta silk, which comes specially for the 
purpose, will be the best to choose. A gored 
skirt with a plait each side of the front gore 
will look well; and there should be an in- 
verted plait in the back stitched down on 
both sides, about six inches from the waist 
line. Make the skirt plain, and finish around 
the bottom with a faced hem four inches 
deep. 
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The other one illustrated is cut by a five 
gored model, with a box plait in the middle of 
the front and back; and the lower part of 
the skirt is prettily trimmed with a simple 
braid in a contrasting color. The blouse is 
finished all around the throat exactly on the 
neck line, and is cut below this into a pretty 
shaped yoke, the back matching the front. 
Below this the waist is laid in one middle 
box plait, with one side plait either side. 
The lower part of yoke, also the sleeve edges, 
are outlined with the braid. The finish at 
the waist line, also the knickerbocker, are 
made the same as the other.

AKING UP”—on the stage or off of it—is 
an art. And when it isn’t an art it is 
usually a crime. Hence it may be prop- 
erly observed: O, art, what crimes are 
committed in thy name!”

The drainage district assumed 
the right to erect poles wherever it pleased, 
without regard to property owners’ objec- 
tions, For that reason it now is obliged to 
obtain the consent of the aldermen in the 
ward affected. 

“The Edison concern submits in all re- 
gards to the ordinance enforced by the de- 
partment of electricity. The drainage dis- 
trict objects, but under the recent council 
rule is compelled to. All of these things place 
the drainage board on the same footing witn 
the Commonwealth Edison, except in the 
matter of frontage consents, which is a 
question now in the courts.” 


City Might Build Pole Lines. 
If the city administration really wished 
to assist the district in furthering its sale 
of electricity it would opt the suggestion 


lines and conduits and lease them to the 
extremely unfriendly one by the Common- 


indications at present that anything of the 
sort is cogtemplated by the municipal offi- 
clais. 

President R. R. McCormick of the sanitary 
district said the Citizens’ associations’ re-

The coroner's jury returned a verdict of 
accidental death. 


FOR LUMINOUS STREET SIGNS. 


Industrial Club Suggests Designs wo 
Show Names of Thoroughfares to 
Persons Out After Nightfall. 


Following its success in having established 
a new and informative system of street num- 
bering, the Industrial club has proposed that 
the city adopt some nreans of denoting street 
names that will be legible at night. Freder- 
ici H. Rawson, chairman of the industrial 
club’s committee on street nomenclature, 
said: 

„We feel that the street renumbering or- 
dinance le a beautiful thing. All of its 
benefits cannot be estimated in advance, but 
after it goes into effect and the initial con-

not accomplished long ago. The improve- 
house numbers.

on New York Stages. 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York, June 26.—It was all about a well. But, though the well was in the 
middle of a comic opera, it was no commonplace well, In the first circle about the 
well were our old friends the merry villagers, Then came the not unfamiliar jolly 
tars. The next circle was the coast of Normandy, hardly strange when music is in 
the ear, and tars and villagers in the eye, though rather more than usually alluring 
in a scene copied from no less of an origival than a Maxfield Parrish painting. Still 
the circle of coast line was not so singular as to make me feel lonesome, And the 
fourth circle, surrounding the shore that surrounded the tars. that surrounded the 
girla, that surrounded the well, was a regular sea. : 

Even the well didn’t let me know at first that it was something new. The 
name of the comic opera, The Naked Truth,” did not give more than the inkling 
of the novelty by that Americanized Englishman, Edward Paulton, who, with his 
father, made “Erminie” from the old melodrama of Robert Macaire.”

Actors strive to make both the pathos and the fun potent in stage de- 
pietion, Yet I have never seen the serious and the jocular so mixed in the per- 
formance of one role as they were on Monday evening in The Merry-Go-Round.” 
1 described that extravaganza a month ago, and incidentally James J, Morton's 
personation of a two horse fellow in a one horse town”; to be explicit, a rural 
young Barnum, who broke into the show business t fail as the mans ot a county 
fair, and went thence into New York vaudeville with no more success. This play . 
had what was like a second first night through the appearance of Raymond Hitch- 
cock as that village-small chap who thought himself city-great. DOCS 

Why did the substitution of one comedian for another assemble New York's 
theatrical know-it-alls? The answer is that two trials of Hitchcock on charges 
brought by the Gerry society of girls’ protectors had been reported by New York 
newspapers as fully as politeness permitted, thus making him—which?—more no- 
torious or more celebrated, and—who could foretell?—of increased or lessened popu- 
larity. Two juries had refused to send him to prison. A manager had sent him 
back to the theater. And there he was. 

Yes, there he was, with the footlights shining again before him, and in the 
dimness beyond that line of glare was an audience hostile, friendly, or mixed in 
What proportions? So it wag an evening bristling with interrogation points for 
Hitcheock. He hadn’t been ih action five minutes before, in the dialogue of the 
play, he was asked. What do you know abont girls?” and the laughter drowned 
his reply, besides disconcerting him. At every similar opportunity to construe the 
language as pertinent to his real entanglement with girls, the rather friendly audience 


became merry, but he did not. 


Comedian Shows His Suffering. 


One of Edwin Booth’s cleverest personations was a father who tragically de 
fends his daughter while clowning for her despoiler. A comedian in one of the 
standard operas murders his faithless wife at the climax of a stage scene of jollity. 
Other plays showing actors comic in agony. came to mind as I watched Hitcheock 
in his reappearance as an actor after being a prisoner at the bar. His ordeal was 


‘worse than he could ‘endure without visible suffering. He was received with an 


encouraging demonstration, but he seemed té dread hisses in the applause, if not 
missiles from the hands that clapped. It was a wonder to see the familiarly volatile 
and buoyant fellow an embodiment of despondency. His nerves were so shaken 
that those connected with his vocal outfit made him hoarse, so that he could hardly 
speak and couldn’t sing at all. His gait and gestures were almost paralytic, and 1 
wouldn’t have been surprised by an utter collapse at any time during the first act. 

The program said Hitchcock's wife, Zabefie, would take a part in the play re- 
quiring her to sing and act two of the specialized songs. One would call on her 
to be a wife phoning with her husband, whose message was that he wouldn't be 
home for dinner, while the woman who was to keep him away broke in on the wire, 
thus forming the conjugal triangle of discord. The man came half way down the 
center aisle to sing his portion of the trialogue, the outside woman sang her third 
from an upper box, and the substitute for Mrs. Hitchcock had the stage to herseif, 
but there were separate spotlights for all three. A second song which Mrs. Hitch- 
cock was to have sung with much of coquettish action had for a refrain, Have you 
seen my baby?’ and she had rehearsed to enter pushing an infant's carriage, with 
a show girl huddled down in it and sucking at a milk bottle. When this occupant 
of the vehicle leaped out and ran away, Mrs. Hitchcock was to look for her missiag 
baby in the aydience, with the aid of the stage’s searchlight. 


1 Mrs. Hitchcock Unable to Play. 


Poor, dear Zabelle Hitchcock, already enfeebled by the test of loyalty to her 


husband throughout his court trials, hoped she could stand by him on the stage, 
too: but nervous prostration sent her to bed at the time when she was due in her 


dressing room, and so understudies figured in her stead as the mistreated and the 


sirenic- wife. To further distract Hitchcock, an injunction was served on him for 


Henry Savage, for whom he had worked, forbidding him to perform again for Felix 
Isman, his new employer. Is it any wonder that Raymond Hitchcock, who had 


come from being an up-state village cut-up to theatrical distinction should slump 
in the role of just that sort of a favorite funny son? It was not until thé second 
act of The Merry-Go-Round” that Hitchcock began to go round with the play's 
whirl He cheered up some when he sat flat on the stage beside Mabel Hite and 
took a ride in an imaginary buggy, with gossip comments on the people they passed 
by, and finally smashed up against an invisible automobile. That seemed to ease 
the tension on the Hitchcock muscles, and he was well limbered for the final scene 
of bohemian jollity im a studio, where he led in the ditty, transferred from his 
role in The Yankee Consul,” in which he declares that there is a night when we 
all get tight, and the water wagon is a lonesome sight.” In that carousal a stagefal 
of girls and fellows, in a ratio of about five to one, are soused throroughly, and 


turn the play into a wild spree. 


What of James J. Morton, from whom Hitchcock has taken the role of the | 


“two-horse fellow in m ome-horse town?” He is retained for his former part if 
Hitchcock has to give it up, and meanwhile is interpolating his vaudeville mono- 
logue—the many years’ old one in which he recites in burlesquing of plays and 
players, and in the guise of a hulking zany tickles you the first time you hear him. 
I won't guess where Morton’s hopes and fears lie as to Hitchcock’s continuance in 
“The Merry-Go-Round.”

THE CITY AND SANITARY DISTRICT. 

The- Citizens’ association's latest report 
is a strong document. The people of 
Chicago should read it carefully. Their 
knowledge of the facts it recites is ex- 
tremely desirable if they are to have the 
benefit of their own heavy investment in 
the sanitary district. 

It would seem from the report that the 
council members have not shared the 
somewhat reluctant if not obstructive dis- 
position shown by administrative officials 
of the qty during the negotiations. This 
is a fact of great importance, since so 
long as the council is awake to the inter- 
est of the taxpayer in working out prof- 
itable relations between the city and the 
district those relations will not long be 
delayed. me 


of the city departments as have seemed 
inclined either to postpone or even to ob- 
struct progress, this sharpening of the 
public’s attention accomplished by the 
Citizens’ association’s report should in- 
, duce a more active spirit of codperation. 
Tue Trisune believes that while in es- 
sentials right and in every respect 
devoted singly to the public good, the 
sanitary trustees have not always been 
tactful and wise in their methods. This, 
Tue Trisune believes, has contributed 
in some measure to the unnecessary diffi- 
culties which arose and to the conten- 
tious policy of the city officials.

What 
a municipal corporation asks of its coun- 
sel is exactly what a private corpora- 
tion asks 0 its advisers: resourcefulness 
and zeal in the furtherance by legal 
means of its interests. The opinions ren- 
dered by the corporation counsel’s office 
as to codperation between the city and 
the district have been extremely 
fective from this point of view.

We* may 
yet reach an era of respect for sanitary 
laws and a standard of healthy living 
which will make this old world an agree- 
able all the year round resort.

The finance committee 
of the city council] has authorized the lease 
of a building. The Iroquois Memorial as- 
sociation will cojperate with the city in 
the furnishing of the hospital. The health

The city will have the management. 

The awful ‘experiences of the theater 
fire were followed by an earnest effort 
on the part of those most grievously af- 
flicted to dedicate the charnel house to 
the cause of humanity. By many it was 
felt that no other use should ever be made 
of the building except as a hospital for the 
benefit of sufferers. 

Although that special plan was doomed 
to disappointment the organizers of the 
association have pressed the idea of an 
emergency hospital.

The association is reported willing to 
spend at least $25,000. If more money is 
needed it will be quickly forthcoming now 
that something definite is in sight.

3 Of course I do not mean by this the 
Coney island which is one of the phincipal 
appurtenantes of New York City, but the 
Coney island of Lough Neagh, in Ireland. 
That Coney island was a favorite retreat 
of St. Patrick and derives its name from 
Saint Coney. That is to say, she is called 


Saint Coney in Ireland, although she has 


had to remain content with beatification and 
is stii@waiting canonization. — 

Saint Coney, it appears, was a woman who 
lived in a lonely cellin the woods of Tyrone, 
‘in a district now named Kilconey, forming 
part of Lord Charlemont's demesne of Drum- 
cairne. She seems to have practiced the art 
of leechcraft and medicine with so much suc- 
cess as to inspire respect and awe in the. 
minds of the natives. When in the four- 
teenth century the O’Neills advanced from 
the Derry side to digplace the O’Connors, 
who held possession of the southern coast of 
Lough Neagh, their chief, Dermot fell, sert- 
ously ill. His men urged him to invoke the 
advice of Coney, but she would only consent 
to prescribe for him if he was brought to her 
cell. The O'Neills accordingly carried their 
ailing chief to Coney, whose therapeutic 
ministrations were not successful, for he died | 
within a few days after his visit. 

Of course his followers charged Coney with 
being a tool in the hands of their foes, the 
O’Connors, and swore vengeance upon her. 
To protect her from this the O’Connors car- 
ried her off from her cell and conveyed her 
to the island which bears her name to this 
day, and*where she continued to practice her 
profession for many years. At her death ‘he 
O’Connors erected a tower to her memory, 
the ruins of which have been converted by 
the present Viscount Charlemont into a fam- 
ily mausoleum. , 


— — 

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth and again 
in the rebellions of 1641 and 1798 Coney island 
was used as a government penal settlement, 
and executions took place on a mound that ig 
now used to support the flagstaff from which 
Lord Charlemont's colors are flown when he 
is' in residence. 

Among other traditions of Coney the one 
held stubbornly by every man within ten 
miles of Maghery is that it is the healthiest 
spot in all the earth. Those who are sick or 
depressed seek its shores and return vowing 
that a miracle has been wrought, though at 
night they give it a wide berth, so that Saint 
Coney, the fairies, and the spirits of de- 
parted criminals may enjoy themselves un- 
molested. The Coney island on the coast of 
New York is said to have received its name 
from settlers hailing from the district of 
Maghery, and while it constitutes, like its 
namesake in Ireland, an acknowledged cure 
for depression, it cannot be said to be given 
a wide berth at night. 

Lord Charlemont has no son, but an only 
daughter, Lady Ranfurly, who will inherit 
all hia unentailed property. The entiled es- 
tates, including Coney island, will go to his 
nephew, young James Edward Caulfield. 
Lord Charlemont was for many years comp- 
troller of the viceregal household at Dublin, 
but was removed from his post by Lord 
Cadogan when lord lieutenant, in conse- 
quence of his home rule leanings. There was 
formerly an earldom of Charlemont, but the 
latter became extinct on the death of the 
third earl, in 1892. The first earl, commande 
in-chief of the movement known as the Iris 
volunteers,“ was a fellow patriot of Henry 
Grattan, and died in 1799, so that he was 
spared the sorrow of witnessing the passage 
of the act of union. The patronymic of the 
family, is ‘Caulfield. The Caulfields hailed 
from Oxfordshire, and settled in Ireland in 
the reign of Quenn Elizabeth, when Sir Toby 
Caulfield, of Great Milton, Oxford. was one 
of the commanders of the English forces 
against O'Neill, Earl of Tyrone, many of 
whose confiscated lands he received by way 
a grant. He was raised to the peerage as 
Lord Charlemont by King James I. 

> 

England's supreme court of judicature. 
has just dealt a very severe blow to the 
right of exacting heriots; under the ancient 
form of tenure known as copyhold. Wit 
has deprived the lord of the manor of one 
of his most cherished and oftentimes ex- 
tremely valuable privileges: one.of those old 
prerogatives dating back to the Anglo-Saxon 
times, a thousand years. ago; which are 
frequently included in manorial rights. For 
the court has now decided that a lord of 
the manor is debarred from levying a heriot 
in a case where one of his ¢opyholders has 
alienated a part or all of His ownership by 
means of a mortgage. 

The right of seizing a herlot has until now 
been regarded as authorizing the lord of 
the manor to appropriate the best horse 
or beast, or the best chattel, on the death 
of the copyholder. The right of seizing a 
heriot had its origin in the fact that in olden 
times the lord of the manor used to lend to 
his vassals and to the people on his lands, 
a horse and armor for life, which on their 
death reverted to him. It is said that the 
custom was introduced by the Danes in 
the reign of King Canute. 

Until this decision which has just been 
granted by the Court of Appeal, it hae al- 
ways been understood that the lord of the 
manor had even the right of claiming a 
heriot, not only on the demisé of the copy- 
holder but on the transfer of part or the whole 
of the property through gift or sale. 

— 

Thus, a few years ago, a Mr. Alfred Coul- 
drey purchased a small estate at Dunton 
Green, near Sevenoaks, in Kent, and on going 
through the documents found it was stated 
to be within the limits of the former manor of 
Otford, of which Lord Amherst was the 
lord. Mr. Couldrey thought nothing more 
about the matter, and some years afterwards 
found it convenient to sell three acres of his 
land. A couple of days later a man.walked 
into his stable yard, and, seeing a dogcart 
and horse standing there, inquired to whom 
the horse belonged. Being informed that it 
was owned by Mr. Couldrey the man pro- 
ceeded to snip a few hairs off the animal’s 
mane, and thereupon intimated that he was 
the steward of Lord Amherst and that he 
had seized it in behalf of the latter as lord 
of the manor. Mr. Couldrey consulted his 
lawyer, but found that he had no redress 
and was obliged to pay a matter of about $500 
in order to redeem his nag. There is a case 
on record where a lord of the manor seized 
a famous racehorse as a heriot; and the 
great Sir Robert Peel is said to have been 
so afraid of having one of his Rubens or 
Vandycks seized as a heriot at Drayton 
manor, his country seat near Tamworth. 
that he purchased at considerable expense 
the manorial rights of the place. 

According to this decision of the Court of 
Appeal the manorial rights of seizing a 
heriot can no longer be enforced unless it 
can be shown that the owner of the copyhold 
property was seized, that is to say, in full 
and untrammeled possession, at the time of 
his death. 

—>- 

Nicholas, prince of Montenegro, has sent, it 
is said, a personal request to King Edward 
asking for the restoration of the British le- 
gation at Cettinje. Gladstone, who enter- 
tained an enthusiastic and not wholly justi- 
fied admiration for the prince, maintained a 
chargé d’affaires there, and Lord Salisbury 
was so much impressed with the necessity 
of keeping a close watch on the political ac- 
tivity of the prince in the southeast of Eu- 
rope that he raised the chargé d'affaires to 
the rank of a full fledged minister. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, however, has abolished the le- 
gation at Cettinje on the score of econo 
and has contented himself with sending over 
Charles Des Graz, the first secretary of the 
English embassy at Rome, to make periodi- 
cal stays of two or three weeks at a time 
in Montenegro, as chargé d'affaires. While 
Brince Nicholas deeply resented the aboli- 
tion of the legation, he has geveloped a pro-

It is safe to say that every person is either 
more religious or less religious than he imag- 
ines himself to be. He who disclaims any 
religion, insisting the only thing he is con- 
cerned about is his duty to his fellow man 
and the good of society as a whole, may be 
cherishing profoundly religious ideals and 
following them in a deeply religious spirit. 

On the other hand, those who seék to dis- 
credit what they call empty morality.“ who 
tell us there is no good in any man except 
the good that is formally, supernaturally ¢on- 
ferred in the name of religion, have only so 
much religion as they may by force or by ac- 
cident express in the morality they affect to 
despise. A man's religious professions are 
no guide to his moral character, but his moral 
practice is a safe guide to his religious sin- 
cerity. 

Ie there any difference between th 
| of religion and morality? Can offe be rell- 
gious without moral living? Can one be 
moral without the religious spirit? What is 
religion but the inspiration of morality and 
morality but the vitalizing expression .of 
religion? 

Morality is the art of the right conduct of 
life, especially in relation to one’s fellow 
béings. The moral man sees before him 
standards and ideals of living, personal and 
social; his sense of duty is the obligation to 
do certain things and to avoid others be- 
cause these are for the good or the ill of 
that ideal of personal rightness and social 


‘good which he cherishes. _., 


Religion is the life of ideals, the life of 
goodness and truth and service because these 
seem to be the supremely desirable aims in 
life. It is the life that cherishes the great 
thoughts of the past, the high vision of char- 
acter and civilization that men have 
dreamed, the spiritual heritage of the ages; 
it is the life that counts all things but dross 
that it may win character and social com- 
pleteness. 

When the man who avows the moral aim 
says that he has no use for religion he ts 
probably thinking of its form and its furni- 
ture. He seeks the right life and he cannot 


4 see that songs and ceremonies, from which 


time and changing conditions often have 
taken all deep significance, have any value 
or helpfulness to him. 

Often the difficulty comes, however, be- 
cause we who seek the moral ends. the high 
aims of character and service, fall to see how 
deep is our need of the inspiration and light 
that religion can give. No man can live for 
great purposes unless he cherishes high 
ideals, unless he comes to some sense of the 
world of spiritual values. 

In the fight for the full and free life we 
need to know that we do not fight alone, that 
we are but part of a great and glorious army 
that has been struggling up through all the 
ages past. We neea to catch the vision of 
the glorious army of martyrs and to feel the 
glow of strength that comes from touch with 
the great souls of every age. 

We may read any kind of meaning we will 
into the words by which we attempt to de- 
scribe the infinite being. God may be a 
definite person or only an influence or an 
ideal. But our morality needs the dynamic 
of that ideal, the sense of the great spirit of 


truth that works through us all to the realiza- 


tion of our best thoughts and for all. 

Let a man honestly follow his moral ideals; 
let him pay the price they will demand of 
him; let him invest himself in their achieve- 
ment, and he will not need to worry about 
religion; he will come to a sense of the spiritu- 
al values of his service; he will find himself 
a part of the great company of those who 
have lived for the kingdom of the good; he | 
will know the power that works in us for the 
right.

trate of the United States which wil appeal 


to every man who has had the advantage of 
an education at one of the more reputable 
universities in the United States, and in 
England, at Oxford and Cambridge, as well 
as at those famous colleges, such as Eton, 
H w, Winchester, etc., which are known 
here in America by the somewhat mislead- 
ing name of ‘public schools.“ 

It is where President Eliot remarks, ‘““A 
keen and sure sense of honor is the finest re- 
sult of college life.” That is indeed the 
most important benefit which the younger 
generation receives at college: the benefit 
which is destined to play the 2 558 role in 
all his subsequent career. 


It is no innate to assert ab only a 
relatively small percentage of the men who 
pass through college, whether it be the uni- 
versity or the English so-called public school, 
take any serious advantage of the science 
and learning placed within their reach. The 
vast majority of them are content to get 
through with just enough knowledge to 
enable them. to pass the examinations which 
are indispensable to graduation at the uni- 
versities, or that at Harrow, Eton, etc., will 
land them into the highest forms before leav- 
ing the school for good. In fact, so scanty 
is the amount of erudif{ion thus acquired 
that many are tempted to condemn the col- 
leges as superfluous and useless luxuries, 
and the years spent there as so much time 
wasted. Now, this is a grievous mistake. 
The boy at the public school in England and 
the university student in the English speak- 


ing world on both sides of the Atlantic re- 


ceives while at college a training which it 
would be impossible for him to obtain * 
any other means. 

As President Eliot asserts in his telegram, 
he acquires there, perhaps for the first time, 
“a keen and sure sense of honor,“ and not 
only a sense of individual honor, but also, 
if I may be permitted the expression, a sense 
of corporate honor—that is to say, he learns 
that it is necessary for him to live up to cer- 
tain ethics, not only for his own sake out 
also for the sake of that particular body of 
young men of which he forms part; that any 
disgrace overtaking one of the body affects 
the character of the whole; just in the same 
way that a taint on the fair name of the latter 
touches the individual honor of every one of 
its units. ö — 


We often hear in the business world that 
corporations. have no souls, and certain it 


is that they do not consider themselves 


bound by the same code of honor that gov- 
erns the conduct of. the individual. There 
are numbers of men of the highest possible 
integrity, and who are most careful about 
the honesty of their individual transactions, 
but who nevertheless will be consenting par- 
ties as officers and as stockholders of a 
corporation to acts on the part of the latter 
as an association which are not only ques- 
tionable but verge sometimes dangerously 
near the border line of crime. In one word, 
corporations as such occasionally render 
themselves guilty of sharp practice—to call 
it by, no worse a name—which no individual 
director or stockholder of the concern would 
dream of perpetrating on his own personal 
account. This is perhaps even more the 
case here in America than in England. Now, 
one of the lessons tacitly inculcated at the 
universities and at the English public 
schools, not by the faculty but by the lads 
themselves, is that a corporate wrong is 
every whit as dishonorable as an individual 
wrong and that a man who becomes a con- 
senting party to an offense by the association 
to which he belongs is quite as reprehensible 
as if he had perpetrated the act individually, 
alone, and on his own account. The incul- 
cation of this principle alone is sufficient to 
establish the usefulness of the time spent 
at college, no matter how much the educa- 
tion may have been neglected there in the 
matter of the acquisition of the arts and aci- 
ences. 

These seats of learning which I have in 
mind and of which I have made mention 
above embody to a greater degree than any 
other organization that I can think of the 
principles of republicanism. There is no 
democracy so thoroughgoing in every respect 
as that which prevails among the lads at 
these scholastic institutions. Great wealth 
goes for as little-here at college as birth and 


titles of nobility count among the boys of 


an English public school. In America the 
sons of multimillionaire parents, especially 
if the latter’s wealth is of recent origin, are 
apt to believe, until they get to Yale, Har- 
vard, Prineeton, or some of these other great 
universities of the United States, that money 
is all powerful and a means to everything; 
including honors, popularity, and considera- 
tion. They are quickly disillusioned, and 
leave after graduation with a considerably 
chastened spirit, having een taught to re- 
alize that their dollars are incapable of pur- 
chasing them admission to the various col- 
lege societies and college teams in the vari- 
ous branches of sport, and that the vast pos- 
sessions of their parents weigh for nothing 
in the award of scholastic honors. Timeand 
again they find a youth with neither money 
nor social position preferred to themselves, 
and they learn to judge men by their merit 
rather than by their birth and their bank 
account. 


~~ 

In England leveling lessons of this kind 
are even still more necesssary than here, 
by reason of the class distinctions which 
exist there. A boy who, owing to his 
being a peer of the realm, the son of 
a duke or marquis, or the firstborn of an 
earl, has alw ys been addressed by sery- 
ants, tradesp e, tenantry, and peasantry 
as my lord” is apt to to have exag- 
gerated notions about his own importance 
and his superiority to those who have no 
handles to their names, until he gets to a 
public school, such as Eton and Harrow. 
There he soon has the nonsense knocked out 
of him, and, in order that the lessons may 
prove more effectual, generally is called 
upon to serve as a fag throughout his 
first year. Fagging consists of the per- 
formance of all sorts of duties that are 
often accounted as menial, the fag being 
required not only to run errands and to 
devote his leisure time to flelding for his 
master while the latter is engaged at cricket 
practice, but also often to wash uß his tea- 
cups, to brush his clothes, to heat his shay- 
ing water, to fill his bathtub—aye, even to 
black his boots.

The 
surest means of preventing crimes is to improve education. 

It is remarkable that a book which has done more for law reform 
than any other before or since should have been written by a man who 
was not a lawyer by profession, who was totally unversed in legal prac- 
tice, and who was only 26 when he attacked a system of law which 
had on its side all authority, living and dead. 
Becearia’s book was published for the first time 
in 1764. It quickly ran through ‘several editions, 
ind was first translated into French in 1766, 
since which time it has been translated into most 
of the languages of Europe, not excluding Greek 
and Russian. The following is from Beccaria: 
“Would you prevent crimes, contrive that the 
laws favor less different races of citizens than 
each citizen in particular. Let men fear the 
laws and nothing but the laws. Would you pre- 
vept crimes, provide that reason and knowledge 
be more and more diffused. To conclude: The 
surest but most difficult method of making men 
better is by perfecting education.”

The question is, Shall the parent be satisfied with training a boy 
simply to his own probably narrow idea of things, suddenly to turn 
him loose upon a strange world that is out of sympathy with the train- 
ing and fails to understand? 

There is no one distracting condition in the world to compare with 
that which results from misdirected energy and force. Somewhere Out 
of these resulting conditions arise every evil in the calendar. It the 
great city be congested amd overcrowded, or if fertile fields lie fallow 
for want of tillers while thousands are hungry, some misdirection of 
community force is the cause. From the problem of the state, on down 
to the problem of the least conspicuous individual within the state, mis- 
direction may be traced. as the primal cause.
